NAVAL MARRIAGES ACT, 1908. 


Waereas by the Marriage Act, 1823, it is enacted that all Banns 
of Matrimony shall be published in an audible manner in the 
parish church or in some public chapel of or belonging to such 
parish or chapelry wherein the persons to be married shall 
dwell, according to the form of words prescribed by the Rubric 
prefixed to the Office of Matrimony in the Book of Common 
Prayer, and that, wheresoever it shall happen that the persons 
to be married shall dwell in divers parishes or chapelries, the 
Banns shall in like manner be published in the church or in any 
such chapel as aforesaid belonging to such parish or chapelry 
wherein each of the said persons shall dwell, and that all other 
the rules prescribed by the said Rubric concerning the Publica- 
tion of Banns and the Solemnization of Matrimony and _ not 
thereby altered shall be duly observed, and that the Church 
Wardens and Chapel Wardens of Churches and Chapels wherein 
marriages are solemnized shall provide a proper book of sub- 
stantial paper, marked and ruled respectively in manner directed, 
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for the Register Book of Marriages, and that the Banns shall 
be published from the said Register Book of Banns by the 
Officiating Minister, and not from loose papers, and, after 
publication, shall be signed by the Officiating Minister or by 
some person under his direction : 

And whereas by the Marriages (Ireland) Act, 1844, as 
amended by the Irish Church Act, 1869, it is provided that all 
the rules prescribed by the Rubric concerning the Solemnization 
of Marriages shall continue to be duly observed, except as 
thereinafter provided, by every person in Holy Orders of the 
Church of Ireland who shall solemnize any marriage in Ireland : 

And whereas by the said Rubric it is provided that Banns 
are to he published after the accustomed manner, and that, if 
the persons that are to be married dwell in divers parishes, the 
Curate of the one parish shall not solemnize matrimony betwixt 
them without a Certificate of the Banns being thrice asked from 
the Curate of the other parish : 

And whereas the accustomed manner of publishing Banns of 
Matrimony in accordance with the said Rubric describes each 
of the parties to the intended marriage as of a parish: 

And whereas it is enacted by the Marriage Act, 1836, and 
the Marriage Registration Act, 1856, that every notice of marriage 
which shall be given under the provisions of the Jast-mentioned 
Act, or of any of the therein recited Acts, shall be in the form 
of the Schedule A. to that Act annexed, or to the like effect, and 
that the party intending marriage shall at the time of giving 
to the Superintendent Registrar or respective Superintendent 
Registrars, as the case may be, such notice make and sign or 
subscribe a solemn declaration in writing at the foot or in the 
body of such notice, declaring (inter alia) that the parties to 
the said marriage, in case the marriage is intended to be had 
without license, have for the space of seven days immediately 
preceding the giving of such notice had their usual place of 
abode and residence within the district of the Superintendent 
Registrar, or respective Superintendent Registrars, to whom 
such notice or notices, as the case may he, shall be so given, 
and that the Superintendent Registrar to whom any such notice 
of marriage shall be given shall file all such notices, and keep 
them with the records of his office, and shall forthwith enter 
the particulars and the date thereof and the name of the party 
giving the same into the Marriage Notice Book, and shall cause 
the notice of marriage or a true and exact copy thereof as 
entered in the Marriage Notice Book under the hand of such 
Superintendent Registrar to be suspended or affixed in some 
conspicuous place in the office of the said Superintendent 
Registrar during 21 successive days next after the day of the 
entry of such notice in his Marriage Notice Book before any 
marriage shall be solemnized in pursuance of such notice :

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And whereas by Section 2 of the said last-mentioned Act 
it is enacted that every person who shall knowingly or wilfully 
make and sign or subscribe any false declaration, or who shall 
sign any false notice for the purpose of procuring any marriage 
under the provisions of that Act or any of therein recited Acts, 
shall suffer the penalties of perjury : 

And whereas it is enacted by the Marriage Notice (Scotland) 
Act, 1878, that every notice of intended marriage which shall 
be given under the provisions of that Act shall be in the form 
as nearly as may be set forth in the Schedule A. annexed to 
that Act, and that on the receipt of such notice the Registrar 
being satisfied that the notice is conformable to the requirements 
of that Act shall forthwith enter the particulars in the notice in 
“The Marriage Notice Book” therein mentioned, and shall on 
the same day post or put up in a conspicuous and accessible 
place on the door or outer wall of his office a public notice of 
the intended marriage in the form set forth in the Schedule B. 
annexed to that Act, and shall keep the same so posted or put 
up for seven consecutive days thereafter : 

And whereas by Section 10 of the said last-mentioned Act 
certain provisions are made with regard to the stating of 
objections to an intended marriage, and to the effect to be given 
to such objections by the Registrar : 

And whereas it is enacted by Section 14 of the last-mentioned 
Act that every pérson who shall wilfully make or sign any false 
declaration or sign or give any false notice of an intended 
marriage under the provisions of that Act shall be deemed in 
Jaw to be guilty of the crime of perjury, and shall on conviction 
suffer the penalties attached by law to the crime of perjury : 

And whereas by the Marriage Law (Ireland) Amendment 
Act, 1863, it is enacted that every notice of an intended marriage 
given to the Registrar under the provisions of that Act, or of 
the Marriage (Ireland) Act, 1844, shal] be in the form set forth in 
the Schedule (A) to that Act annexed, and shall state (inter alia) 
the dwelling place of each of tlie parties to the said intended 
marriage, aud the time, not being less than seven days, during 
which each of the parties has dwelt therein, and that, when 
notice of a marriage has been given, the ltegistrar shall file the 
notice so given to him and keep the same with the records of 
his office and shall forthwith enter a true copy of the Notice in 
his Marriage Notice Book, and shall on the day on which he 
shall have received such notice, or on the following day at the 
latest, send by post in a registered letter a copy of the notice 
under his hand to the Minister of the Church, Chapel, or 
registered place of Public Worship stated in the notice as that 
in which the marriage is intended to be solemnized, and to the 
Minister of the Church, Chapel, or place of Public Worship 
which the parties to the marriage or either of them usually

annexed declaring (inter alia) that the parties to the said 
marriage in case the marriage is intended to be had without 
license, have for the space of seven days immediately preceding 
the giving of such notice had their usual place of abode and 
residence within the district of the Registrar or respective 
Registrars to whom such notice or notices, as the case may be, 
shall be so given ; or, in case such marriage 1s intended to be 
had by license, that one of the parties had for the space of 
15 davs immediately preceding the giving of such notice had 
his or her usual place of abode and residence within the district 
of the Registrar to whom such notice shall be so given:

And whereas by Section 41 of the Matrimonial Causes and 
Marriage Law (Ireland) Amendment Act, 1870, it is enacted 
that where the marriage is intended to be contracted in the 
office of the Registrar, and where there is not any Minister of 
the Church, Chapel, or place of Public Worship which the 
parties to the marriage or either of them usually attend, and 
where tle parties to the marriage are not Jews or Members of 
the Society of Friends, the Registrar shall cause a copy of the 
notice given to him to be published at the expense of the parties 
intending marriage, once, at least, in two consecutive weeks 
next after he has received such notice, In some newspaper 
circulating in the district in which such marriage is intended, 
or, if there is not any newspaper circulating in such district, 
then in some newspaper circulating in the County in which 
such district is situate :

And whereas We have had under consideration the here- 
before recited enactments, and We are of opinion that it 1s 
desirable to make certain adaptations in the said enactments 
relating to the matters aforesaid, and in the rules required under 
the said enactments to be observed :

3. Every notice of an intended marriage given under 
Sections 2, 4, and 5 of the Naval Marriages Act, 1908, shall be 
In writing signed by the person giving such notice and shall be 
in the form or to the effect of Form A, B, or C in the Schedule 
to this Order annexed, as the case may require, and any Certi- 
ficate issed in pursuance of such notice shall state the particulars 
set forth in such notice. 

4. In any declaration made and signed by an Officer, Seaman, 
or Marine borne on tlie books of one of His Majesty’s ships at 
sea at the time of his giving notice of an intended marriage, it 
shall not be necessary for him to make any declaration as to his 
abode and residence immediately preceding the giving of such 
notice. and it shall be sufficent for him to declare that he is an 
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Officer, Seaman, or Marine (as the case may be) borne on the 
books of one of His Majesty’s Ships at sea. 


5. Where any of the said recited Acts require a Superin- 
tendent Registrar, or a Registrar, or District Registrar, to file 
any notice of marriage and to keep them with the recor ds of his 
oflice, and to enter any copy of any notice of marriage or any 
particulars of any such notice of marriage in any Marriage 
Notice Book, the Captain or other Officer commanding the ship 
to whom any notice of marriage shall be given shall file the 
same, and keep it with his official papers, and shall enter ina 
Marriage Notice Book, to be provided by Us, a true and exact 
copy thereof, together with the date of such entry, and shall 
attest the same with his signature, and all provisions in any of 
the said Acts relating to the Marriage Notice Books therein 
mentioned shall be applicable to the Marriage Notice Books so 
provided as aforesaid. 


6. When notice is given to the Captain or other Officer com- 
manding a ship of any marriage intended to be solemnized or 
contracted otherwise than after the publication of Banns, the 
Captain or other Officer commanding the ship shall, if the mar- 
riage be intended to be solemnized or contracted in England, or 
in the office of the Registrar in Ireland, cause a copy of the

And whereas by virtue of the said Section the lands 
described in the Schedule hereto became vested in the Principal 
Officers of Her late Majesty’s Ordnance for the time being in fee 
simple on the trust in the said Section mentioned : 

And whereas by Section 2 of the Ordnance Board Transfer 
Act, 1855, the said lands were transferred to and vested in 
Her late Majesty’s Principal Secretary of State for the War 
Department on the hke Trust: 

And whereas by Section 2 of the Defence Act Amendment 
Act, 1864, it was enacted that where under Section 5 of the 
Defence Act, 1842, any Order in Council should be made after

A Discharge Gratuity of £60 may be granted on completion 
of 20 years’ service in the Reserve (including time served as 
Second Hand or Deck Hand, Royal Naval Reserve). At the 
discretion of the Admiralty, Skippers may count previous 
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service in the Royal Naval Reserve or Royal Fleet Reserve 
towards the qualifying period for this Gratuity up to a limit 
of five years. 


MEDICAL ATTENDANCE DURING TRAINING. 


Skippers who fall sick during training to cease pay from 
the date of falling sick, but to be granted medical attendance 
when the sickness is not due to their own misconduct or 1m- 
prudence. When the sickness is due to such misconduct or 
imprudence they are to cease pay from the date of falling sick, 
and are to be discharged from training forthwith. 

In the above cases embarkation gratuity not to be allowed 
for the unexpired period of training. 

Skippers injured or wounded when on duty under training 
to be medically attended and receive pay until cured or dis- 
charged to pension or gratuity. In such cases embarkation 
gratuity to be allowed for the unexpired period of training.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING EMPLOYMENT OF 
OFFICERS, R.M., ON THE STAFF OF THE 
INSPECTION AND EXPERIMENTAL DEPARTMENTS. 


Whereas by His late Majesty’s Order in Council bearing date 
the twelfth day of August 1907 provision is made for an 
increase of the retired pay of Naval Officers who are placed on 
the Retired List whilst serving on the staff of the Inspection 
and Experimental Departments, or in posts at the Admiralty 
connected with those Departments: 

And whereas we are of opinion that rules should be framed 
to govern the employment in such appointments of Officers of 
Your Majesty’s Corps of Royal Marines : 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
following regulations :— 


(a) Officers of the Royal Marines to be eligible equally with 
Officers of the Royal Navy for appointment to posts 
in the Inspection and Experimental Departments, 
and to posts at the Admiralty connected with those 
Departments : 

(b) Royal Marine Ofhcers so appointed to be seconded for 
such duties under the same conditions as apply to 
Officers seconded for duty in the Army Ordnance 
Department, and if retained permanently to remain 
seconded until they reach the rank of Lieutenant- 
Colonel, when they should become supernumerary, 
being subject to the same rules as regards qualifica- 
tion for promotion and retirement for age in any rank 
as other Officers of the Royal Marines :

ORDERS REGULATING PROCEDURE AND PRACTICE. 


Wnereas there was this day read at the Board a Report of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, dated the Ist day of 
November 1910, in the words following :— 

“Your Majesty having been pleased, by Your Order in Council 
of the 13th day of October 1910, to refer unto this Committee 
a Memorial of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty dated 
the 19th day of September 1910, humbly recommending that 
Your Majesty would be graciously pleased by Your Order in 
Couneil to direct that from the Ist day of January 1911, on 
Home Stations, and from such dates as the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty may determine on Foreign Stations, the General 
Orders for regulating the Procedure and Practice of Naval 
Courts-Martial sanctioned by His late Majesty’s Order in Council 
of the 2nd day of November 1907 should be cancelled and the 
Revised General Orders annexed to the said Memorial sub- 
stituted in lieu thereof and likewise to refer unto this Committee 
the said Revised General Orders to consider the same and report 
their opinion to Your Majesty :

REVISED GENERAL ORDERS REGULATING THE 
PROCEDURE AND PRACTICE OF NAVAL 
COURTS-MARTIAL. 


ProcEpureE PRrePaARATORY To TRIAL, 
WHERE A SPECIFIC CHARGE IS MADE. 


659. An appleation for the trial by Court-Martial of any 
person on any charge shall be made as follows :—There shall be 
forwarded to the Convening Authority through the usual 
channels a letter, hereinafter called the Circumstantial Letter, 
reporting the crreunstances on which the charge or charges are 
founded in the order of their occurrence, and in sufficient detail 
to show the real nature and extent of the offence ; when words 
constitute the substance of the offence they are to be fully and 
exactly set out. The letter is not to refer in any way to the 
previous character or conduct of the offender, nor contain any 
reference to facts prejudicial to him other than such as bear 
directly on the charges. 


660. There shall also be forwarded at the same time as the 
Circumstantial Letter a further letter enclosing— 

(a) The charge or charges drawn in accordance with the 
prescribed forms in the very words in which the 
offence is described in the section of the Naval 
Discipline Act under which it falls. 

(b) A list of witnesses for the Prosecution. 
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(c) A Summary of Evidence in support of the Charges, 
And when the offender is below the rank of Subordinate 
fieer :— 
(d; A certified extract of all entries of offences and 
punishments in Conduct Book, or Company Conduct 


Sheet in the case of a Marine, prior to the date of the 
offence charged but subsequent to his joining his 
present ship, and a Conduct Sheet, or the corre- 


sponding part of a Company Conduct Sheet m the 


case of a Marine, with his character assessed from 


the previous 3lst December to the date of the offence 
with which he may be charged, but excluding all 
consideration of it. 

(e) A certified copy of the offender’s Certificate of Service. 


661. An accused person, for whose trial by Court-Martial an 


application has been made, shall be afforded full opportunity of 
preparing his defence, and of free communication with his 
witnesses, or with any adviser whom he may wish to consult. 


(2) Unless the person charged desires to conduct his own 


case, he may have a person or persons to assist him during the 
trial, whether an Officer, legal adviser, or any other person. In 
case an accused person below the rank of Officer should not 


obtain the help of anyone for that purpose, it is to be considered 
part of the ordinary duty of the Officer of his division, or detach- 
ment if he isa Marine, to watch the case in his behalf, and assist 
him should he desire it. See 674 (Functions of Friend of the 
Accused). —— 


(3) In the event of the Officer of the division or detachment 
heing a witness for the Prosecution, or unavailable, or ineligible 
for the duty for any other reason, the Captain 1s to direct 
another Officer to assist the Accused. 


WHERE NO SPECIFIC CHARGE IS MADE. 


662. The Convening Authority may, subject to any Orders 
from time to time made by the Adnuralty, on his own motion 
issue a Warrant in the prescribed form in accordance with the 
provisions of Sections 91 and 92 of the Naval Discipline Act, 
convening a Court-Martial to inquire into the cause of the 
wreck, loss, destruction, or capture of one of His Majesty’s Ships. 

(2) No Circumstantial Letter shall be necessary, but if the 
Convening Authority shall have received from the Commanding 
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Officer, or from the senior surviving Officer of such slip, a 
report of the circumstances of the loss, &c., such report shall be 
sent with the Warrant to the President of the Court. 


DUTIES OF THE CoNVENING AUTHORITY. 


663. When it is proposed to try a person on any charge, the 
Convening Authority shall not order a Court-Martial to assemble 
until he shall have satisfied himself that the charges are correct 
and sufficient, and that they are properly framed and carefully 
drawn up, and until he has also satisfied himself that the 
evidence, if uncontradicted or unexplained, will probably suffice 
to ensure a conviction. 


(2) The Convening Authority shall issue to the Officer 
appointed by him to preside at the Court-Martial a Warrant 
under his hand im the prescribed form, directing him to 
assemble a Court-Martial, and shall, when the Court-Martial 
is appointed to try any person on any charge, transmit to the 
President the Circumstantial Letter and the Charge or Charges 
with the Warrant. 


664. In any case the Convening Authority, 1f Commander- 
in-Chief of any Fleet or Squadron, may, in the absence of the 
Judge-Advocate of the Fleet or his Deputy, and in default of 
any appointment in that behalf by the Admiralty, by Warrant 
under his hand in the prescribed form, appoint a person to 
ofliciate as Deputy Judge-Advocate at the trial, and shall 
(except when the trial is to be held under Sections 91 and 92 of 
the Naval Discipline Act) send him a copy of the Charge and of 
the Circumstantial Letter, and shall forward to him (or to the 
President for him) in all cases the documents mentioned in 
Art. 660 (b) and (¢), and in case of the trial of an Officer, the 
hist of Officers who have been tried by Court-Martial, or a 
certified extract therefrom, and in the case of the trial of a 
person below the rank of subordinate Officer, the documents 
mentioned in Art. 660 (d) and (e). 


(2) The Convening Authority, or, in his absence, the Senior 
Naval Officer present, shall, by Warrant under his hand in the 
prescribed form, appoint a Provost-Marshal to take the accused 
into his custody and safely keep him until he shall have been 
delivered in due course of law. 


(3) It is the duty of the Captain of the ship to which the 
accused belongs in ordinary cases to act as Prosecutor, but if 
for any reason It 1s undesirable or impossible for the Captain or 
Executive Officer of that ship to conduct the Prosecution, the 
Convening Authority shall appoint a competent Officer to 
undertake the duty. 
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CoNSTITUTION AND SUMMONING OF THE Court. 


665. Whenever a Court-Martial is ordered, such timely 
notice as may be practicable, and which, as a general rule, 
should not be less than 24 hours, shall be given in General 
Orders or by Signal to the Ships present, so that the proper 
Officers may be prepared to attend at the place and hour 
appointed. The names of the President and of the Officers 
whose presence it 1s anticipated will be required are at the 
same time to be made known, and after such notice no Officer 
junior to the President of a rank eligible to sit as a member is 
to proceedl on leave of absence without the express authority 
of the Officer ordering the Court-Martial, or of the Senior Officer 
present. 


(2) On the morning of the day appointed for the Court- 
Martial to be held, the Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer 
present shall send to the President a list of the Officers who are 
eligible and may be required to sit as members, notifying if 
there be any whose attendance is not attainable by reason of 
the exigencies of the public service. This list is also to give 
the names of any Officers absent on leave. 


(3) The Commander-in-Chief or Senior Officer present shall, 
by signal, order the President to make a signal not less than 
one hour before the time appointed for the Court-Martial to 
assemble, summoning the Officers junior to himself present at 
the place where the Court-Martial shall be held, to sit thereon, 
which latter signal shall be deemed to be a comphance with 
Section 58 (16) of the Naval Discipline Act. 


666. Officers whose duty it may be to attend as Members of 
a Court-Martial shall sit only in the confirmed rank they hold 
in the Service, notwithstanding they may be borne on the 
books of the Ships to which they may respectively belong in a 
superior rank, but Commodores when not acting in conjunction 
with Senior Captains shall sit as Commodores, otherwise as 
Captains only. 


(2) Any Officer who, on promotion, may not be re-appointed 
inthe higher rank by the Admiralty, but who may temporarily 
retain his appointment in, the lower rank, shall sit at Courts- 
Martial in the rank from which he was promoted, but senior 
of that rank; if however, two or more Officers promoted to the 
same rank and similarly circumstanced be present, they shall 
sit in the order in which they stood on the oficial list in their 
lower rank. 

667. A Member of a Court who may have been absent 
during any part of the trial of an accused person can take no 
further part in the trial, but the Court will not be affected 
except as provided by Section 60 of the Naval Discipline Act.

668. If the President appoints a person to officiate as Deputy 
Judge-Advocate, he shall forward to him, with the Warrant, a 
copy of the Charge or Charges and Circumstantial Letter. 


(2) In every case in which any person is about to be tried on 
any charge the President shall satisfy himself that the accused 
has been furnished, at the earliest possible moment, with a copy 
of the Charge Sheet and of the Circumstantial Letter, a List of 
Witnesses for the Prosecution, and a notice that it is competent 
for him to give evidence on his own behalf. 


(3) If, in pressing circumstances, where delay would be very 
inconvenient to the public service, the above-mentioned docu- 


ments shall not have been furnished to the accused 24 hours 


before trial, this fact shall be recorded in the Minutes of the 
Proceedings, together with a statement of the pressing cireum- 
stances which prevented their being so furnished. 


(4) Notwithstanding anything herein contained, in the ease 
of mutimy the trial may take place immediately after the com- 
mission of the offence. 


(5) The President shall appoint an Officer to be Officer of 
the Court, and shall give him such orders as may be necessary 
for the due transaction of the business of the Court. 


(6) The President shall be responsible for the due consti- 
tution of the Court and for the trial being conducted in 
accordance with the provisions of the Naval Discipline Act in 
force for the time being, with the general orders framed there- 
under, and with any supplementary orders given by tne 
Admiralty. 


(7) In the event of there being no Prosecutor the Court and 
the Judge-Advocate shall ask such questions of the witnesses 
as may be necessary to bring the whole case fully before the 
Court. 


DUTIES OF THE JUDGE-ADVOCATE. 
669. The Judge-Advocate shall give notice in wnting to 
the Accused of the time and date of the trial, and that it is 


competent for him to give evidence on his own behalf. He 
shall also cause the Accused to be furnished with a copy of the 


Charges, Circumstantial Letter, the List of Witnesses for the 
Prosecution, and, if the Prosecutor should at a later stage desire 
to call any further witnesses, the Judge-Advocate shall give the 
Accused immediate notice of his intention to do so. He shal] 


also inform the Accused that any witnesses whom he may 
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desire to call shall be summoned on his behalf, and shall 
inform the President that he has performed these duties. The 
Judge-Advocate shall inform the Prosecutor of the date and 
time of the Court-Martial and request him to forward certified 
copies (in the case of an (Oflicer) of any of the documents 
mentioned in Art. 694 («) (11), and (in the case of a person below 
the rank of Subordinate Officer) of the documents mentioned 
in Art. 694 (6) (i). He shall also forward to the Prosecutor a 
copy of the charges if the charges submitted have been amended 
by the Convening Authority. 


(2) The Judge-Advocate shall take the necessary steps to 
procure the attendance of the witnesses whom the Prosecutor 
or the Accused may desire to call, and whose attendance can 


reasonably be procured, serving them with a summons in the 
prescribed form under Section 66 of the Naval Discipline Act. 
Should it appear that any witness has been summoned without 
due cause, the person requiring the attendance of such witness 
may, at the discretion of the Admiralty at home, or Commander- 
in-Chief abroad, be required to refund the cost of such attend- 
ance. Without prejudice to this provision, the payment of 
reasonable expenses of the witnesses not subject to the Naval 
Discipline Act, who may have been summoned to give evidence 
ata Court-Martial, shall be made by the Judge-Advocate, who 
shall be repaid under the direction of the President by the 
Accountant Officer of the Flag or Senior Officer’s ship at the 
port where the Court-Martial may be assembled; and_ the 
Judge-Advocate shall report to the Secretary of the Admiralty 
the particulars of all such payments when the Minutes of the 
Proceedings are forwarded or as soon after as may be. 


(3) At all times after the Judge-Advocate has been appointed, 
the Prosecutor and the Accused shall, if they ask for it, be 


entitled to his opinion on any question of law relating to the 
charge or trial, subject, should he be in Court, to the permission 
of the Court. 


Whether consulted or not, he shall inform the Convening 
Authority and the Court of any imformality or defect in the 
Charge, or in the constitution of the Court. 


(4) The Judge-Advocate shall, whether his opinion is asked 
or not, advise the Court to the utmost of his knowledge and 
ability, not only on questions relating to Naval Law and to the 
procedure of Courts-Martial, as they arise, but also on every 
question of doubt or difficulty with reference to Common and 
Statute Law, to the law and rules of evidence, and to the rules 
and regulations of the Service generally. 
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Any information, advice, or opinion, given to the Court on 
any matter before it, shall be entered in the Proceedings, if he, 
or the Court, desire it. : 


(5) The Judge-Advocate shall maintain an entirely impartial 
position. He shall not act as Prosecutor. He shall take care 
that the Accused does not suffer any disadvantage in conse- 
quence of his position | | or of his ignorance, or of 
his incapacity to examine or cross-examine witnesses, or of any 
other cause, and for that purpose, with the permission of the 
Court, he may call witnesses and put such questions to any 
witness as may appear necessary to elicit the truth. 


(6) The Judge-Advocate shall be responsible for the due 
recording of the Minutes in the prescribed form. He, or the 
shorthand writer, shall take down in writing and number con- 
secutively the questions put to, and the answers given by, each 
witness, and shall read the same in the hearing of the witness, 
when required to do so, in order that any mistake may be 
corrected. No erasures are to be made in the Minutes, and all 
corrections or interlineations are to be verified by his initials. 


PROCEDURE AT THE TRIAL. 


670. Courts-Martial shall be assembled and held in the con- 
venient part of the ship, and shall be public, and all persons, 
except such as may be summoned to give evidence, shall be 
admitted. 

671. As soon as the Court has been assembled the Accused 
shall be brought in and the Prosecutor and audience admitted. 
The Judge-Advocate shall read the Warrant for assembling the 
Court, and the names of the officers whose attendance is stated 
in the list furnished under Art. 665, Clause 2, not to be attain- 
able, together with the reasons for their absence. 

(2) The Judge-Advocate shall read the names of the officers 
composing the Court, and shall ask the Prosecutor whether he 
objects to any of them. 

(3) If the Prosecutor shall have made no objection or after 
any objection made by the Prosecutor has been disposed of, 
the Judge-Advocate shall ask the Accused if he objects to any 
Member of the Court. 

_ The following provisions shall apply to the case of objections 
both by the Prosecutor and the Accused :— 


(4) Neither the Prosecutor nor the Accused can object to the 
Judge-Advocate. 


(5) Any Member may be objected to on any ground which 
affects his competency to act as an impartial judge. 
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(6) Objections to Members shall be decided separately, that 
to the Officer lowest in rank being taken first. All the other 
Members, whether objected toor not, shall vote as to the disposal 
of the objection. 

(7) On an objection being allowed, the Member is at once to 
retire, and his place is to be filled up before an objection against 
another officer is considered. 

(8) Should the President be objected to, and the objection be 
allowed, the Court is to adjourn until a new President has been 
appointed by the Convening Authority. 

(9) Should a Member be objected to on the ground of being 
summoned as a witness, and should it be found that the 
objection has been made in good faith, and that the Officer 
isto give evidence as to facts, and not merely as to character, 
the objection should be allowed, whether made bv the Prose- 
cutior or by the Accused. Should, however, it be found that 
the Officer was summoned to give evidence without a sufficient 
cause, and merely to disqualify him from sitting, the Court is 
to exercise its discretion in regard to allowing the objection. 


672. The Judge-Advocate shall then ask the Accused 


aieihier he has any further objection to make respecting the 
constitution of the Court. Should he raise any objection, it 
shall then be decided by the Court. 


(2) If the Accused should have no further objection to make 


to the constitution of the Court, the Members and the Judge- 
Advocate shall then take the oaths in the manner prescribed by 
the Naval Discipline Act. 


673. The trial shall commence by the Judge-Advocate 
reading the charge and the Circumstantial Letter. 
674. A person assisting an accused person may advise him 


on all points, may by permission of the President, but not other- 
wise, on behalf of the Accused examine and cross-examine 


Witnesses other than the Accused himself, may in every case, 
however, suggest to the Accused questions to be put to 
Witnesses, and may read the Accused’s Defence or Statement 


m mitigation of punishment, but he is not to address the 
Court. 


675. The Accused shall not be called on to plead to the 


Charge or Charges, but should he voluntarily plead guilty, his 
Plea is to be recorded on the Minutes. If the Acc used pleads 


guilty he shall be deemed to have admitted the accuracy of all 
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the material Statements contained in the Circumstantial Letter. 
In such a case, before the Court proceeds to deliberate on the 
Sentence, the Accused may make a Statement in mitigation of 


punishment; if written, it must be signed by himself, and shall 
be read to the Court, and attached to the Proceedings. Should 
this Statement, in the opinion of the Court, amount to a plea of 
“ Not Guilty,” or should the Court be satisfied by such State- 
ment, or by any other means, that the Accused does not 


understand the effect of a plea of “Guilty,” or should the 
Court be of opinion that the circumstances of the case are such 
that the proper Sentence cannot be awarded unless the facts are 
investigated, such plea of “ Guilty” is not to be accepted, but 
the trial is to be proceeded with as if the Accused had not 


pleaded. If, however, the Statement is, in the opinion of the 
Court, not inconsistent with a plea of “Guilty,” and if the 
Court is satisfied that the Accused understands the effect of 


such a plea, and that no further investigation is required, such 
plea is to be accepted. 


676. If the Accused does not voluntarily plead guilty, or if 


his plea of guilty is not accepted, the trial shall proceed, and 
the witnesses for the Prosecution shall be called. No witness 
whose name was not included in the original list of witnesses 
shall be called by the Prosecutor, unless the Judge-Advocate 
has given notice to the Accused that he intends to call such 
witness. See 682, Clause 5 (Additional Witnesses). 


677. At any time during the trial, should the Court think it 
necessary, or should either the Prosecutor or the Accused 


request it on any reasonable ground, an impartial person shall 
be employed to act as interpreter, and sworn in due course. 


(2) At any time during the trial, should the Court think it 
desirable, an impartial person or persons may be einploved to 
act as shorthand writer, and duly sworn. 


678. Before a person is sworn as interpreter or shorthand 
writer the Accused should be informed of the person whoin it 1s 


proposed to employ, and may object to such person as not being 
impartial; and the Court, should it think such objection 
reasonable, shall not swear that person as interpreter or 
shorthand writer. 


(2) If a shorthand writer is employed, the evidence given by 
a witness shall, when required by the Court or the witness, be 
read over to him by the shorthand writer before the witness 
leaves the Court. 
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(3) The transcript of the shorthand writer's notes, made and 
signed by him, and certified as such by the Judge-Advocate, 
shall constitute the original Proceedings of the Court. 


679. No witness shall be examined until he has been duly 


sworn. Except as hereinafter provided, the Oath shall be 
administered in the following manner :— 


The person to be sworn shall take a book containing the 


Old or New Testament, as the case may be, in his right hand: 


ungloved and shall distinctly and solemnly repeat after the 
Judge-Advocate, the words of the Oath, and after saying the 
words “So help me God,” shall reverently kiss the book. 


(2) Except as hereinafter provided, all ,persons shall be 
sworn on the New Testament; the forms of oath to be made use 
of shall be as follows :— 


For a Witness :— 
I, A.B., do most solemnly swear that in the evidence I shall 
give before the Court on the present trial, I will, whether 
at be favourable or unfavourable to the Accused, declare 


the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth ; so 
help me God. 

For the Accused :— 

T, A.B., do most solemnly swear that the evidence I shall 
give on my own behalf shall be the truth, the whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth ; so help me God. 

For a Shorthand Writer :— 

I, A.B., do most solemnly swear that I will truly take 
down, to the hest of my power, the evidence to be given 
before this Court-Martial, and such other matters as I 
may be required, and, when required, will deliver to the 
Court a true transeript of the same; so help me God. 

For an Interpreter :— 

[, A.B., do most solemnly swear that I will, to the best of 
my ability, truly interpret and translate, as I shall be 
required to do, touching the matter before this Court- 
Martial; so help me God. 

(3) The invocation in the case of a Jew shall be “So help 
me Jehovah” and he shall be sworn on the Old Testament. 

(4) If any person to whom an oath 1s to be administered 
desires to be sworn with uplifted hand in the Scottish manner, 
he shall be thus sworn :— 

He shall stand with his right hand raised above his shoulder 
and shall slowly and distinctly repeat the following words after 
the Judge-Advocate :— 

I swear by Almighty God as I shall answer to God in the last 

great Day of Judgment that 
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proceeding with the words of the oath prescribed, omitting the 
words of invocation, and not making use of any book. 


5. Any person upon objecting to be sworn on the grounds 
that he has no religious belief, or that the taking of an oath is 
contrary to his religious belief, may make his solemn affirmation 
as follows, slowly and distinctly repeating the words after the 
Judge-Advocate :-— 

I, A.B., do solemnly, sincerely and truly declare and affirm 

that 
and then proceed with the words of the oath prescribed, omitting 
the words of invocation and not making use of any book. 


680. In all cases where the above forms of oath are not 
binding on the conscience of ‘the person to be sworn, suclr 
person shall be sworn in such form as he may declare to be 
binding on his conscience. 


Tue EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES. 


681. Witnesses must not be present in Court during any 
part of the Proceedings, unless by permission of the Court, 
except when under examination, and except when the Court 
re-opens for reading the Finding and the Sentence. 


(2) The Prosecutor is a competent witness; but when there 
are other witnesses to the facts, his evidence shall be taken 
first. He may be recalled for examination, or re-examination, 
by the Court, or for cross-examination by the Accused, during 


any part of the proceedings, but not for the purpose of giving 
evidence of any additional fact in support of the case for the 
Prosecution. 


(3) A Member of the Court, whether previously objected to 
or not by either side, is not necessarily disqualified from being 
examined as a witness should it be found in the course of the 
Proceedings that he can give material evidence. 


682. The examination of all witnesses shall be oral, and, 
except in the case mentioned in Art. 683, shall be taken in the 
presence of the Court. Unless a strong reason to the contrary 
exists, the evidence of witnesses shall be taken at one examina- 
tion in regard to all the charges. 


(2) The examination of al! witnesses shall be conducted as 
follows :—First, they shall be examined by the person calling 
them ; after which, they may be cross-examined by the opposite 
party, should he desire to do so; then re-examined by the 
person calling them, but only on matter arising out of the 
cross-examination ; and, finally, examined by the Court and 
Judge-Advocate. 
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(3) On the application of the Accused the Court shall allow 


his cross-examination of a witness to be postponed, unless it 
should appear that the request had been made for the purpose 
of obstruction. 

(4) In addition to exercising the right of examination above 
conferred, the Court and the Judge-Advocate may put questions 
to any witness at any period of his examination for the purpose 
of elucidating any answers previously given by him. 


(5) The Court, and the Judge-Advocate with the consent of 
the Court, may at any time during the trial recall a witness ; 
and may before the Accused gives evidence or is called on for 


his Defence also call and examine any other person touching 
the matter in question, whose evidence the Court may deem 
necessary for the furtherance of the ends of justice. After the 
close of the case for the Defence, they may call and examine 
any other person whose evidence the Accused may show to the 
Court to be material in his behalf, or any medical officer whose 
professional opinion as to the Accused’s condition the Court 
may desire to have. 


(6) The Prosecutor is not bound to call all the witnesses whose 
names are on the list given to the Accused, but he shall call 


such of them as the Accused may desire to be called, in order 
that the Accused may cross-examine them, if he wishes to «do so. 


Such witness or witnesses shall be called before the Prosecution 
is finally closed. 


683. If any material witness should be in hospital, or other- 
wise unable from sickness to appear before the Court, the Court 
shall adjourn, and his evidence shall be taken on oath before a 
Magistrate or Consul, in the presence of the Judge-Advocate, of 
the Accused, of the Accused’s adviser, should there be one, and 


of the Prosecutor ; and full opportunity shall be afforded of 
cross-examining the witness. The Judge-Advocate shall take 
duwn the evidence, as in the case of other witnesses, and on his 
return to the Court, shall lay before it the evidence which has 
thus been taken, and shall attach it to the Minutes. 


684. Should a question proposed be objected to, the opinion 
of the Court shall be taken, and the question shall be admitted 
or rejected as the majority may decide. The fact of the 
objection being made, the ground thereof, and the decision of 
the Court shall be recorded in the Minutes. 


_ 6805. If at any time it appears to the Court that any witness 
Is prevaricating in his evidence or behaving with contempt, the 
President shall warn the witness that under Section 66 of the 
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Naval Discipline Act he is liable to imprisonment or detention 


for such prevarication or contempt. The fact that this warning 
has been given shall be recorded in the Minutes of Proceedings. 


DIRECTIONS AS TO EVIDENCE IN Spectral CAsEs. 


Cuarces oF Loss, Srranpine, oR Hazarpinc H.M. Suips. 


686. If a Court-Martial should be ordered to inquire into 
the loss, stranding, or hazarding of a ship or to try a charge 
arising therefrom, the following points, in addition to the 
customary investigation, are to be attended to when practi- 
cable :— 

(a) The ship’s log book and deck log book ; the last table of 
compass deviations ; the subsequent observed devia- 
tions of the compass at sea, and the compass journal, 

_as directed in Art. 1000; the Captain’s night order 
book ; the Navigating Officer’s note book and work 
book ; and the chart or charts and sailing directions 
by which the ship was navigated are to be produced. 

(b) The Court shall ascertain whether the proper chart and 
all hydrographical notices bearing on the case had 
been supplied, and if so, whether they had been used ; 
whether the position of the ship had been fixed, if at 
sea by means of observations at noon and at any later 
time, if in sight of land by means of fixes by the 
land; if not, when it was last ascertained so correctly 
that reliance should have been placed on it; and 
whether the courses steered by standard compass, 
and the distances run between the time when the 
position of the ship was last correctly ascertained 
and that of the occurrence, were noted in the deck 
log book. The Court shall also examine the compass 
journal to ascertain the degree of reliance that can 
be placed on the deviations of the standard compass. 

(c) The Court shall direct one or more Navigating or other 
competent Oflicers of the ships present to work up 
the ship’s reckoning from the log and the Navigating 
Officer’s note book and work book (Art. 1023), and 
the rough and fair engine room registers, from the 
time when her position was last accurately ascertained 
(or from such a time and with such details as the 
Court may require) to the time of her taking, or being 
in danger of taking, the ground; the result is to be 
delivered to the Court, attested by the signature of 
such Officer or Officers, and to its accuracy he or they 
are to be sworn and to be subject to cross-examina- 
tion. The positions of the ship, so determined, are 
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to be laid off on the chart by which she was navi- 
gated, and also the determined position when ashore 
or in danger, as noted in the. log book. The rate 
and direction of the current and of the tidal stream, 
and the time of tide should also, if possible, be 
ascertained, stated, and equally verified on oath. 

(d) These documents, viz., the result and the chart, as well 
as an attested copy of the ship’s log book and the 
engine-room register, commencing from at least 
48 hours before the ship took the ground or was in 
danger, if so long from a known anchorage, are to 
accompany the Minutes. 

(e) The Court shall inquire whether the regulations con- 
tained in Art. 978, with regard to the use of the 
sounding machines and hand leads, were carefully 
observed. 


687. The examination of the Officer or Officers who have 
been directed to perform the duty mentioned in Art. 686 (c) is 
to be limited to ascertaining the accuracy or inaccuracy of the 
document thus laid before the Court. 


THe DEFENCE. 


688. The Prosecution being closed, and the witnesses, if any, 
called by the Court, having been examined, the Accused shall 
be called on for his Defence, and shall, on his application, be 
granted a reasonable time for the preparation of the same. The 
Court shall adjourn during that time, and may adjourn again 
from time to time on the application of the Acoused if he shall 
satisfy the Court that the time granted him has not been sufficient 
for the due preparation of his defence. 


689. The Accused’s statement in Defence may be either oral 


or in writing; if oral, it shall be recorded in the Minutes as 


nearly as possible in the Accused’s own words; if in writing, 
it shall be signed by him, and attached to the minutes. Such 
Statement shall be made or read, if the Accused elects to give 
evidence and is the only witness for the Defence, immediately 
after he gives evidence; in all other cases, after the close of the 
case for the Prosecution, ancl before he himself gives evidence. 

(2) The Criminal Evidence Act, 1898, is hereby, pursuant 
to Section 6 (2) (a) of the said Act, applied to Naval Courts- 
Martial. 

(3) The Accused shall produce his other witnesses for the 
Defence after he has yiven his own evidence; but should the 
Accused not have applied to be examined as a witness, he is to 
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be called on to produce his witnesses after he has made his 
Statement in Defence. The witnesses for the Defence shall be 
examined, cross-examined, and re-examined as mentioned in 


Art. 682, Clause 2. 


(4) The Accused may, with the consent of the Court, after 


the conclusion of the evidence, deal with any discrepancies 
between his evidence or statement and the evidence of the 
witnesses called by him, and comment on any new fact that 
may be elicited during the examination of his witnesses. 


(5) In applying the above provisions to the case of a Court- 
Martial held under Section 92 of the Naval Discipline Act, they 
shall be construed as if the words “‘ any Officer or member of 
‘* the crew of any of His Majesty’s Ships wrecked, lost, captured, 
‘“‘ or destroyed, against whom any allegation has been made,” 
were substituted for the word “ Accused.” 


AMENDMENT OF THE CHARGE. 


690. If at any time in the course of a trial after the Court 
has been sworn, but. before the Accused’s guilt or innocence 


has been determined, the Court shall be satisfied that there is a 
variance between the Charge or Charges and the evidence 
adduced in support thereof, and shall consider that such 
variance is not material to the merits of the case, and that the 
Accused cannot, by the amendment of the variance, be sub- 


stantially prejudiced in his defence, it may direct the Judge- 
Advocate to amend the Charge or Charges, adjourning, if the 
Court deem it necessary, for a reasonable time, to enable the 
Accused to meet the Charge or Charges so amended. All such 


amendments shall be noted in the Minutes, and shall be verified 
on the original documents by the signature of the President. 


ASCERTAINING OPINION OF THE Court. 


691. In taking the opinion of the Court upon all questions, 
the Junior Member shall vote first, and then the other Members, 
in order of seniority to the President, all voting orally, and the 
votes of the majority, except for judgment of death (which is 
specially provided for by Section 53 (2) of the Naval Discipline 
Act), shall decide the question. Should the Members disagree 
upon any question, and on a division the votes be equal, the 
construction most favourable to the Accused shall prevail. See 


695 (Voting on Sentence). 
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THE FINDING. 


692. When the evidence has been closed the Accused shall 


be removed, and the Prosecutor and bystanders ordered to 
withdraw. The Court shall then consider the matter in 
evidence before it, and the Judge-Advocate, if so directed by 
the Court, shall draw up such questions as shall be agreed 
upon, whereon to form a determination in regard to the 
innocence or guilt of the Accused. The Judge-Advocate shall 
then draw up the Finding. 

(2) The Finding shall be signed by every Memher of the 
Court by way of attestation notwithstanding any difference of 
opinion there may have been among the Members, and be 
countersigned by the Judge-Advocate. 


693. The Court shall be re-opened, the Accused brought in, 


and the Judge-Advocate, by direction of the Court, shall read 
the Finding. 


694. If the Accused is found guilty, the Court, before 


awarding punishment, in addition to any oral evidence of 
general character that may be adduced, shall take into con- 
sileration the following documents, which shall be read in open 
Court :— 


(a) In the case of an O fficer— 

(1) Any entries against him in the list of Officers 
who have been tried by Court-Martial. 

(11) Any previous entries against him in the Log of 
the Ship to which he may have belonged when the 
offence or offences for which he is being tried were 
committed, and also any documents, other than such 
entries in the Log, of the nature of a definite censure 
by superior authority for a definite offence; which 
Log and documents the Prosecution is to produce. 

(1) Any certificates or other documentary evidence 
of character which the Accused may produce. 

{h) In the case of a person below the rank of Subordinate 
O ficer— 

(i) The entries against him in the Conduct Book, or 

Company Conduct ‘Sheet in the case of a Marine, prior 


to the date of the offence charged, but subsequent to 
his joining his present ship. 
(ii) His Certificate of Service. 


(iu) His Conduct Sheet, or the corresponding part of 


a Company Conduct Sheet i+ the case of a Marine 
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with character assessed from the previous 31st December 


Finding of 
Court. 


Reading of 
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Other repre- 
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to the date of the offence for which he may be under 
trial, but excluding all consideration of it. 


Tne SENTENCE. 


695. The Court shall then be cleared, and the Members 
shall consider and determine on the punishment proper to be 
inflicted in conformity with the Finding. All the Members of 
the Court, whether they have voted for an acquittal or not, 
shall vote on the question of what punishment is proper to be 
awarded for the offence of which the Accused has been found 


guilty. In the event of the votes varying so considerably as 
not to give an actual majority in favour of the award of any 
given punishment, the President shall call on the Members to 
revise their votes. 


(2) If the Court should desire to draw attention to the 
conduct or manner of giving evidence of any witness, an entry 
to that effect should be made on the Minutes after the Sentence, 
of which latter it is not, however, to form any part, unless 
Sentence is passed on such witness under Section 66 of the 
Naval Discipline Act.

Proceedings, that no fatal error has been committed in the 
cnduct of the Court-Martial, calculated, in his opinion, to 
invalidate the Finding of the Court-Martial. If he should doubt 
the correctness of the Finding, in fact or in law, or the legality 
of the Sentence, he shall suspend the execution of the Sentence 
pending reference to the Admiralty.

6d. a dav may be granted at the 
discretion of the Admiralty for a period not exceeding 3ix 
months to a Member of the Reserve who may be injured while 
under training in Ifis Majesty’s Ships or Establishments, and - 
rendered incapable of resuming his civil employment and 
thereby caused to suffer pecuniary loss.

REGISTRATION AS BRITISH SHIPS, UNDER THE 
MERCHANT SHIPPING ACTS, OF GOVERNMENT 
VESSELS IN THE SERVICE OF THE 
ADMIRALTY, NOT FORMING PART OF THE 
ROYAL NAVY. 


WuereEas by Section 80 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1906, 
power is given to His Majesty by Order in Council to make 
Regulations as to the manner in which Government ships may be 
registered as British ships under the Merchant Shipping Acts: 

And whereas by the said Section it is provided that those 
Acts shall, subject to any exceptions or modifications which 
may be made by Order in Council, either generally or as 
respects any special class of such ships, apply to such ships 
when registered in accordance with such Regulations : 

And whereas the Admiralty will, by such Regulations as 
they shall from time to time deem fit to make, having regard to 
the interests of seamen in Government ships in the service 
of the Admiralty, and of the Public Service, provide for the 
payment of seamen’s wages, advance and allotment of wages, 
and remittance of seamen’s wages by money orders : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this . 
behalf by the said Act, or otherwise in Him vested, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it 
is hereby ordered, that the following Regulations shall have 
effect as regards any Government ships in the service of the 
Admiralty :-- 

1. An application for registry of a Government ship in the 
service of the Admiralty shall be made in writing under 
the hand of the Secretary or Assistant Secretary to the Lords 
Commissioners for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Treland (herein- 
after called the Admiralty or the Lords Commissioners of the 
Adiniralty}. Such application shall contain the following 
particulars :— 

(i) A statement of the name and description of the ship: 
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(11) A statement of the time when and place where the ship 

was built; or, if the ship was foreign built and the 

, time and place of building are unknown, a statement 
to that effect and of her foreign name: 


(iui) A statement of the nature of the title to the said ship, 
whether by original construction by or for the 
Admiralty, or by purchase, capture, condemnation, or 
otherwise, and a list of the documents of title, if 
any, In case she was not originally constructed by or 
for the Admiralty : 


(iv) A statement of the name of the Master. 


2. The Registrar, on receiving such application in respect 
of a Government ship in the service of the Admiralty, shall— 
(1) enter the ship in the Register Book as belonging to 
“His Majesty, represented by the Commissioners for 
‘ executing the Office of Lord High Adiniral of the 
“ United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland,” 
and shall also enter therein— 
(ii) the name of the port to which she belongs: 
(iii) the particulars stated in the application for registration : 
(iv) the details comprised in the Surveyor’s Certificate. 


3. On the registry of a Government ship in the service of 
the Admiralty the Registrar shali retain in bis possession the 
Surveyor’s Certificate and the application for registry and any 
documents of title mentioned in such application. 


4. Upon the transfer of a registered) Government ship in the 
service of the Admiralty by Bill of Sale any two of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, in pursuance of Section 6 of 
the Admiralty Act, 1832 (2 and 3 Wm. TV. ec. 40), shall be the 
transferors, and the Bill of Sale shall be in Form A. in the 
proper form prescribed under the principal Act, omitting the 
covenant therein contained. 


5. The application for a Certificate of Sale referred to in 
Sections 39 to 42 and Sections 44 to 46 of the principal Act, 
may be made in respect of a Government ship in the service of 
the Admiralty by the Secretary or Assistant Secretary of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty on their behalf. 


6. The Secretary of the Admiralty for the time being shall 
be deemed to be the managing owner of a registered Govern- 
ment ship im the service of the Admiralty within the meaning 
of Section 59 of the principal Act and shall be so registered 
at the Custom House of her registered port by his official stvle 
and address. 


7. The tonnage of Government ships in the service of the 
Admiralty shall be ascertained in accordance with tonnage 
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regulations to be made by the Board of Trade with the con- 
currence of the Admiralty ; and wherever reference is made to 
tonnage regulations or to the ascertainment of tonnage thereby 
in any sections of the Merchant Shipping Acts which are appli- 
cable to Government ships, such sections shall be read with 
reference to Government ships as if the tonnage regulations 
made under this Order in Council were mentioned therein in 
lieu of the tonnage regulations mentioned in that Act and any 
Schedule thereto. 

8. The term “seaman” in Section 113 of the principal Act 
shall not be deemed to mean or include any seaman in His

9. Where a seaman is lost with a Government ship in the 
service of the Admiralty, the Admiralty may pay the wages due 
to him to the person entifled to receive the same. 

10. Whenever during the absence of any seaman on a voyage 
Ins wife or any of his children or step-children become chargeable 
to any Union or Parish in the United Kingdom, the Admiralty 
mey in their discretion reimburse such Union or Parish out of 
the wages of the seaman earned during the voyage, any suns 
properly expended during his absence in the maintenance of 
those members of his family or any of them, provided that the 
Admiralty shall not, unless in their opinion such a course shall 
he warranted by exceptional circumstances, pay sums exceeding 
the following proportions of the seaman’s wages, namely :— 

(i) If only one of those members be chargeable, one-half of 
the wages ; 

(11) If two or more of those members are chargeable, 

two-thirds of the wages. 


11. In the case of a shipping casualty to or connected with 
a Government ship in the service of the Admiralty, the pre- 
liminary inquiry and the formal investigation mentioned in 
Sections 465 and 466 of the principal Act may be held either 
by the Board of Trade or the Admiralty as may be arranged 
between them, and in the event of such inquiry or investigation 
being held by the Admiralty, they shall have all the jurisdiction 
conferred by the Act on the Board of Trade with reference to 
the same. 

12. The power to remove or appoint a Master conferred by 
Section 483 of the principal Act shall in the case of a Govern- 
ment ship in the service of the Admiralty not be exercised in 
the United Kingdom without the consent of the Admiralty, nor 
elsewhere without the consent of the Senior Naval Officer on 
the Station if obtainable with reasonable dispatch. 

13. For the purposes of this Order, Section 517 (2) of the 
principal Act shall be read as if the last 17 words thereof were 
omitted, and the word ‘‘ Admiralty’ were substituted therefor. 
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14. The powers conferred by Sections 530 to 534 of the 
prizcipal Act shall not be exercised in the case of Government 
ships in the service of the Admiralty without the consent of the 
Admiralty except in regard to lights, buoys, and other matters 
or things necessary for the immediate protection of the traffic. 

14. Nothing in this Order in Council shall be construed as 
excluding (iovernment ships in the service of the Admiralty 
from the category of ships belonging to His Majesty within the 
meaning of Sections 557 to 564 of the principal Act. 

16. Where any section of the Merchant Shipping Acts which 
by virtue of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1906, and this Order 
in Council is applicable to Government ships in the service of 
the Admiralty imposes any duty or liability or confers any right 
or power upon or contemplates any act being performed by the 
owner of a slip such duty, hability, right, or power shall, 
subject always to the other provisions of this Order in Council, 
be carried ont, borne, or exercised by the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty on behalf of His Majesty. 

17. No provision of the Merchant Shipping Acts imposing 
on the owners of a ship any hability to anv penalty, debt, 
damages, costs, or proceedings shall, in the case of a Govern- 
nent ship in the service of the Admiralty, have any application 
to His Majesty or to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 
Provided always that where expenses are incurred in respect of 
seamen belonging to a Government ship in the service of the

20. Notwithstanding anything contained im the Merchant 
Shipping Acts and this Order in Council the Master of a 
Government ship in the service of the Admiralty shall not be 
liable for any penalty, debt, or damages under any provision 
of any of the Merchant Shipping Acts in respect of anything 
done or omitted in pursuance of the Order of the Admiralty or 
of any officer of His Majesty’s Navy.

ADMIRALTY WATERS AT GIBRALTAR--ALTERATION 


IN LIMITS. 


Wuereas by Order in Council bearing date the 7th March 1898 , 


it is provided that a certain water area at Gibraltar. shall be 
placed under the jurisdiction of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty and that powers shall be conferred upon them to 
make Regulations for the proper control of the same : 

And whereas it is desirable that an alteration should be 
made in the limits of such water area: 

We beg most humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased to revoke the said Order in Council and 
to sanction the following proposals :— 

1. All the water area lying between the Admiralty Harbour 
Works, the North Mole, and the shore, together with the water 
area extending from the outer edge of low water for a width of 
200 yards outside the same from Rosia Mole on the South to 
the South end of the West Arm of the North Mole—including 
the Northern entrance—and for a width of 50 yards outside the 
faced wall of the North Mole, the boundaries being delineated 
on the Chart attached to the Order in Council, shall be deemed 
to be Admiralty waters : 

2. Control over the said Admiralty Waters shall be vested 
in the Senior Naval Officer at Gibraltar or in such person as 
may by direction of the said Lords Commissioners be performing 
the duties of King’s Harbour Master.

4. All such regulations shall be confirmed by the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty and shall be published in the 
‘‘London Gazette” and the “ Gibraltar Official Gazette,” and 
shall be in force as from the last of the two dates at which they 
are so published. The production of a copy of either Gazette 
containing such regulations shall be good and sufficient proof 
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for all purposes of the contente thereof and that the same have 
been duly made and confirmed in accordance with the terms of.

5. The masters of all merchant:and other private vessel 
admitted to the Admiralty Waters shall be subject to the 
directions of the Senior Naval Officer at Gibraltar, or of the 
person performing the duties of King’s Harbour Master, in all 
matters connected with anchoring, mooring, securing or shifting 
berth in those waters. 

6. If the master of any vessel within Admiralty Waters does 
nut moor, anchor, place, secure, move, unmoor or remove the 
same according to directions given by the Senior Naval Officer 
at Gibraltar, or by the person performing the duties of King’s 
Harbour Master, in conformity with any Regulations made 
under this Order, or if there is no person on board of any such 
vessel to attend to such directions, the Senior Naval Officer, or 
person performing the duties of King’s Harbour Master, may 
cause the vessel to be moored, anchored, placed, secured, moved, 
unmoored or removed, and for that purpose may cast off, loose, 
or unshackle, and (if need be) sever any chain or rope of the 
vessel, first putting on board a sufficient number of persons for 
the protection of the vessel in case there is not a sufficient. 
number of persons on board to protect the same, and all expenses 
attending the exercise of these powers shall be paid by the

7, All merchant and other private vessels permitted to u 
the Admiralty Waters shall be subject. to the payment of all 
such general Harbour or Light dues as may from time to time: 
be levied by the Colonial Government of. Gibraltar, as if they 
were anchored, moored, or placed in the Mercantile Port. of 
Gibraltar. : 

8. The Senior Naval Officer, or the person performing the 
duty of King’s Harbour Master, may call upon the owner, or 
person in charge of any wreck, or other thing of any kind ° 
whatsoever, being an obstruction in the Admiralty Waters, or in 
or to the approaches thereto, to remove or destroy such wreck or.

10. If the owner or person in charge fails or neglects to 
remove or destroy such wreck or thing within a reasonable 
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time, to be determined by the Senior Naval Officer or the

TRANSFER OF ESQUIMALT YARD TO CANADIAN 


GOVERNMENT. 


WHEREAS by Section 1 of the Naval Establishments in British | 
Possessions Act, 1909, it 1s enacted that it shall be lawful for |; 
His Majesty, on the representation of the Admiralty and of the |! 
Treasury that it is expedient to do so,.by Order in Council to |' 
vest any store, yard, magazine, building, or other property in 
any British Possession held in trust for Naval purposes, and the 
care and dispesal of such property in the Governor of the 
Possession for such estate and interest, and upon such terms 
and conditions, and subject to such reservations, exceptions and 
restrictions as may be specified in the Order: 

And whereas it has been represented to His Majesty by the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty and the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Treasury that it is expedient by Order in Council 
- pursuant to the aforesaid Act to vest in the Governor-General 
of the Dominion of Canada the yards, buildings, and other 
property specified in the Schedule hereto, situate at Esquimalt 
in the Province of British Colombia:

Houses of Parliament and lay for not less than forty days on 
the table of both Houses before it was submitted to His 
Majesty : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of His

1. The stores, yards, magazines, buildings, and other

vided by the Dominion Government at the 
same port : 

fii) The Dominion Government will urrange for the 
storing of coal or other fuel and certain stores 
at Esquimalt in a suitable manner for the use 
of His Majesty’s Ships and will allow their 
local representatives to take charge of them, 
the necessary arrangements being settled as 
occasion requires by the Admiralty and the 
Dominion Government : . 

(iii) The Dominion Government will grant all facilities 
required by His Majesty's Navy, including user 
of workshops and appliances by men of the 
Fleet whenever wanted at any Government 
Establishments of which the Dominion may 
now or in future be possessed, such facilities 
with the exception of Jabour and materials to 
be given free of cost : 

(iv) The Dominion Government will inform the 
Admiralty before carrying out any proposal 
which they may have in view to use the said 
properties for other than Naval or Military 
purposes : 

{v) The Dominion Government. will undertake the 
responsibility for all existing habilities to which 
the said properties are subject : 

(vi) The transfer is made subject to all tenancy and 
other agreements affecting the properties and 
includes all rents payable to the Admiralty 
under such agreements :

Admiralty Harbour. 


The term ‘ Admiralty Harbour” shall mean that portion of 
the Dockyard Port which is enclosed by the Eastern Arm, 
Detached Mole and Prince of Wales’ Pier, and by lines joining 
their extremities. 


Commercial Harbour. 


The term “Commercial Harbour” shall mean that portion 
of the Dockyard Port which is enclosed by the Admiralty Pier, 
Admiralty Pier Extension and Prince of Wales’ Pier, and by a 
line joining the extremities of the last two mentioned piers.

1. The Admiralty Harbour shall, subject to the provisions 
of Clause 4 of this Schedule, be for the exclusive use of His 
Majesty’s ships, and no merchant or other private vessel shall, 
without permission from the King Harbour Master, anchor or 
lie in it. 

2. Nomerchant or other private vessel shall, without licence 
in writing from the King’s Harbour Master, be moored or 
fastened to any Government moorings, buoys, piles or vessels 
in the Dockyard port. 


3. The berths alongside the Admiralty Pier Extension east- 
ward of the position of the old head of that pier are to be 
cleared whenever required for His Majesty's Service. 


4. A fairway will be kept through the Admiralty Harbour 
for vessels passing between the Eastern Entrance of the 
Admiralty Harbour and the Commercial Harbour. 


5. Moorings for His Majesty’s ships, mark buoys, and other

6. No person shall Jay moorings for private vessels in the

7. Ifat any time the anchor of any merchant or other private 
vessel hooks any government moorings, or any electric cables, 
or moorings of buoys, the master or other person having the 
charge or command of such vessel shall not proceed to unhook 
the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the Senior 
Naval Officer, or to the King’s Harbour Master, in order that 
aid may be given for clearing such moorings or cables without 
doing damage to the same.

No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to or 
lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the

9. No vessel other than His Majesty’s ships shall use the 
Eastern Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour between one hour 
after sunset and one hour before sunrise, without the special 
authority of the King’s Harbour Master. 


10. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, 
rubbish, dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any 
quarry, mine, or pit, nor any other matters solid or liquid 
whatsoever shall be unladen, cast or allowed to fall into the 
waters of the Dockyard Port except in such places as may be 
appointed by the King’s Harbour Master, or upon the hanks of 
any portion of the shore of the said Dockyard Port where the 
same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the said 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide or otherwise. 


11. No vessel shall anchor in the approach to the Eastern or 
Western Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour in such a position 
as to obstruct the free passage of any vessel through either of 
these entrances.

Jack superior to the Commercial Flag J as a general warning, 
and the same signal shall also be hoisted on the flagstaff on the 
Eastern Breakwater for the same purpose: and all other vessels 
under way in the harbour or in the approach to the Eastern 
Entrance outside the harbour, shall keep ont of the way of 
the said ship flying the Union Flag superior to Commmercial 
Flag J: provided always that the said ship shall be navigated 
with due care and at a moderate speed. 


3. Outgoing steamers shall have priority of passage through 
the Eastern Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour over incoming 
steamers, and incoming steamers shall not approach the Eastern 
Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour within a distance of half a 
mile until it shall have been ascertained that no vessel is coming 
out. 

4. When one of His Majesty's ships or any other vessel in 
charge of His Majesty’s officers intends to pass in or out of the 
Admiraity Harbour through the Western Entrance she shall 
hoist the Union Flag at the fore-mast-head, and all other of His 
Majesty's ships present in the port shall hoist the Pilot Jack as a 
general warning. The Union Flag shall not, however, be so 
hoisted when other vessels are using or are about to use the 
Western Entrance as indicated by signal at the Commercial 
Harbour Master's flagstaff, except in cases of emergency, when 
priority of passage shall be given to His Majesty's ships or other 

vessels in charge of His Majesty's officers. All other vessels, 
under way in the harbour or in the approach to the Western 
Entrance outside the harbour, shall keep out of the way of the 
said ship flying the Union Flag: provided always that the said 
ship shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 

5. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of the 
Dockyard Port, so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway is 
caused which in the opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it is 
necessary to mark, such vessel or wreck will be indicated by the 
following marks or lights, exhibited from the wreck itself or 
from a wreck- marking craft :— 

By Day :—Three balls on a yard 20 feet above the sea, two 

placed vertically at one end and one at the other, the 
single ball being on the side nearer the wreck. 


By Night :-—Three white fixed lights similarly arranged but 
not. the ordinary riding lights. 
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If the obstruction is not considered by the King’s Harbour 
Master of sufficient importance to be marked both by day and 
night, a green buoy only will be used with the word ‘ "wreck " 
on it in white letters. 


6. The speed of all merchant and private etle inside the 
Admiralty Harbour is not to exceed six knots. 


Note.—The master of everv merchant or other private vessel 
to which the rules in this Schedule relate must observe and 
cause to be observed the provisions of these rules as far as they 
relate to his vessel, and any such master by his wilful default 
infringing or causing any infringement of any of the provisions 
of these rules is guilty of a misdemeanour.

DOCKYARD PORT OF DOVER—REVISED ORDER IN 
COUNCIL. : 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be Jawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of 
the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for 
such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with 
a view to the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dock- 
yards, or property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval 
Service: 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the lights or signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collision to be taken by His Majesty’s 
vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the Port and 
of the approaches thereto: 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certai regulations 
were made by Order in Council, dated the 17th of January 1912, 
with reference to the Dockyard Port of Dover: 

And whereas it appears expedient to repeal the said Order 
in Council and regulations and to substitute therefor this Order 
and the regulations and rules contained in the First and Second 
Schedules hereto respectively : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in thus 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, and so far as 
regards the rules contained in the Second Schedule hereto, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY, 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 
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2. On this Order taking effect the said Order of the 17th 
January 1912 shall cease to operate, and in leu of the regu- 
lations thereby made the regulations and rules set forth in the 
First and Second Schedules to this Order are hereby made and 
shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard Port of Dover. 

3. In this Order, and in the Schedules hereto, unless the 
context shall otherwise require, the terms “ vessel ’’ and ‘‘ master ” 
shall have the same meaning as in the said Dockyard Ports 
Regulation Act, 1865, and the term “the Dockyard Port”’ shall 
mean the Dockyard Port of Dover as described in paragraph 4 
hereof. 


DESCRIPTION OF LIMITS. 


4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order and of 
the Schedules hereto the terms “Dockyard Port of Dover,” 
‘* Admiralty Harbour” and “‘Commercial Harbour” shall be 
defined as follows :— 


Dockyard Port of Dover. 


The term ‘Dockyard Port of Dover” shall mean all the 
waters, bays and creeks so far as the tide flows lying between 
the lines drawn as follows :— 


On the east a line drawn south true through a point on the 
shore at high-water mark situated 400 yards N. 57° E. 
true, from the root of the Eastern Arm. 

On the west a line drawn south true through a point on the 
shore at high-water mark situated 400 yards 8. 77° W. 
true, from the root of the Admiralty pier. 

On the south a line drawn east and west, true, through a 
point situated 870 yards south, true, from the flagstaff in 
Archcliffe Fort. 


Admiralty Harbour. 


) 


The term ‘‘ Admiralty Harbour” shall mean that portion of 
the Dockyard Port which is enclosed by the Eastern Arm, 
Detached Mole and Prince of Wales’ Pier, and by lines joining 
their extremities. 


Commercial Harbour. 


The term “ Commercial Harbour” shall mean that portion of 
the Dockyard Port which is enclosed by the Admiralty Pier, 
Admiralty Pier Extension and Prince of Wales’ Pier, and by a 
line joining the extremities of the last two mentioned piers. 
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DELINEATION OF LIMITS. 


5. On the chart accompanying this Order are drawn all the 
limits of the Dockyard Port, the Admiralty Harbour, and the 
Commercial Harbour respectively. 


PENALTIES. 


6. Any infringement of the regulations contained in the 
First Schedule hereto shall render the person infringing liable 
to the penalty prescribed in Clause 12 of the said Schedule. 


LocaL AUTHORITIES. 


7. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the 
Harbour Board for Dover under the Acts of Parliament relating 
to them. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS. 


1. The Admiralty Harbour shall, subject to the provisions 
of Clause 4 of this Schedule, be for the exclusive use of His 
Majesty’s ships, and no merchant or other private vessel shall, 
without permission from the King’s Harbour Master, anchor or 
he in it. 

2. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without 
licence in writing from the King’s Harbour Master, be moored 
or fastened to any government moorings, buoys, piles or vessels 
in the Dockyard Port. 


3. The berths alongside the Admiralty Pier Extension 
eastward of the position of the old head of that pier are to be 
cleared whenever required for His Majesty's Service. 


4. As far as practicable a fairway will be kept through the 
Admiralty Harbour for vessels passing between the Eastern 
Entrance of the Admiralty Harbour and the Commercial 
Harbour. 


5. Moorings for His Majesty’s ships, mark buoys, and other 
aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be required for 
any purpose in connection with naval or military operations 
may be placed by the King’s Harbour Master in such positions 
as he may from time to time consider the requirements of His 
Majesty’s Service demand. 
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6. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels in the 
Dockyard Port without the permission in writing of the King’s 
Harbour Master, and all such moorings shall be in such positions 
as the King’s Harbour Master shall deem fit, and shall be 
forthwith removed on the requisition of the King’s Harbour 
Master to that effect. 


7. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any Government moorings, or any electric 
cables, or moorings of buoys, the master or other person having 
the charge or command of such vessel shall not proceed to 
unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
Senior Naval Officer, or to the King’s Harbour Master, in order 
that aid may be given for clearing such moorings or cables 
without doing damage to the same. 


8. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, or 
lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals in the 
Dockyard Port. 


9. No vessel other than His Majesty's ships shall use the 
Eastern Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour between one honr 
after sunset and one hour before sunrise, without the special 
authority of the King’s Harbour Master. 


10. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, 
rubbish, dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any 
quarry, mine, or pit, nor any other matters solid or liquid 
whatsoever shall be unladen, cast or allowed to fall into the 
waters of the Dockyard Port except in such places as may be 
appointed by the King’s Harbour Master, or upon the banks or 
any portion of the shore of the said Dockyard Port where the 
same may be liable to be washed into the waters of the said 
Dockyard Port by rain, tide or otherwise. 


11. No vessel shall anchor in the approach to the Ivastern or 
Western Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour in such a position 
as to obstruct the free passage of any vessel through either of 
these entrances. 


12. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the said regulations in this Schedule as far as they relate to his 
vessel, and if any master or other person acts in any respect in 
contravention of any of the said regulations, or fails to observe 
or to cause the same to be observed, he shall for every such 
offence be hable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of ten 
pounds.

SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULEs. 


1. When any seagoing steamship, steam vessel towing, 
steam dredger or steam hopper, within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port (excluding the Commercial Harbour) shall, by reason 
of the crowded nature of the anchorage or from other cause, 
find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out of the way of a 
sailing vessel, or of a boat under oars or sail: or steam or other 
mechanical power, she shall signify the same to the sailing 
vessel or boat by four short blasts of the steam whistle, blown 
in rapid succession, when the sailing vessel or boat shall keep 
out of the way of the other vessel; provided always that the 
latter shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate 
speed. 


2. When one of His Majesty’s ships or any other vessel in 
charge of His Majesty’s officers intends to pass in or out of 
the Admiralty Harbour through the Eastern Entrance she shall 
hoist the Union Flag superior to Commercial Flag J (blue 
white blue horizontal) at the foremast-head, and all other of His 
Majesty's ships present in the Port shall hoist the Pilot Jack 
superior to Commercial Flag J as a general warning, and the 
same signal shall also be hoisted on the flagstaff on the Eastern 
Breakwater for the same purpose: and all other vessels under 
way in the harbour or in the approach to the Eastern Entrance 
outside the Harbour, shall keep out of the way of the said ship 
flying the Union Flag superior to Commercial Flag J ; provided 
always that the said ship shall be navigated with due care ani 
at a moderate speed. 


3. Outgoing steamers shall have priority of passage through 
the Eastern Entrance to the Admiralty Harbour over incoming 
steamers, and incoming steamers shall not approach the Eastern 
Entrance to the Adiniralty Harbour within a distance of half a 
mile until it shall have been ascertained that no vessel 1s 
coming out. 


4, When one of His Majesty’s ships or any other vessel in 
charge of His Majesty’s officers intends to pass in or out of the 
Admiralty Harbour through the Western Entrance she shall 
hoist the Union Flag at the foremast-head, and all other of His 
Majesty’s ships present in the port shall hoist the Pilot Jack as 
a general warning. The Union Flag shall not, however, be so 
hoisted when other vessels are using or are about to use the 
Western Entrance as indicated by signal at the Commercial 
Harbour Master’s flagstaff, except in cases of emergency, when 
priority of passage shall be given to His Majesty’s ships or 
other vessels in charge of His Majesty’s officers. All other 
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vessels, under way in the Harbour or in the approach to the | 
Western Entrance outside the Harbour, shall keep out of the 
way of the said ship flying the Union Flag; provided always 
that the said ship shall be navigated with due care and at a 
moderate speed. 


5. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of 
the Dockyard Port, so that an obstruction ina navigable fair- 
way is caused which in the opinion of the King’s Harbour 
Master it is necessary to mark, such vessel or wreck will be 
indicated by the following marks or lights, exhibited from the 
wreck itself or from a wreck-marking craft :— 

By Day:—Three balls on a yard 20 feet above the sea, two 
placed vertically at one end’ and one at the other, the 
single ball being on the side nearer the wreck. 

By Night :—Three white fixed lights similarly arranged but 
not the ordinary riding lights. 

If the obstruction is not considered by the King’s Harbour 
Master of sufficient importance to be marked both by day and 
night, a green buoy only will be used with the word “wreck ” 
on it in white letters. 


6. The speed of all merchant and private vessels inside the 
Admiralty Harbour is not to exceed six knots. 

Note.—The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which the rules in this Schedule relate must observe and 
cause to be observed the provisions of these rules as far as they 
relate to his vessel, and any such master by his wilful default 
infringing or causing any infringement of any of the provisions 
of these rules is guilty of a misdemeanour.

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, PART IL. 
(UNEMPLOYMENT)~—MODIFICATIONS FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF ADAPTING THE PROVISIONS OF THE 
ACT TO WORKMEN EMPLOYED BY OR UNDER THE 
CROWN IN THE SERVICE OF THE ADMIRALTY. 


Wuereas by Section 91 of the National Insurance Act, 1911, 
power is given to the Board of Trade to make Regulations for 
the purposes therein specified and generally for carrying Part II. 
of that Act into effect, and any Regulations so made are to have. 
effect as if enacted in that Act: 

And whereas pursuant to the said Section certain Regulations 
entitled “The Unemployment Insurance Regulations, 1912,” 
have been duly made by the Board of Trade and laid before each 
House of Parliament: 

And whereas paragraphs 3 to 9 inclusive of the said Regula- 
tions relating to Unemployment Insurance Books, Stamping, «c., 
are to the effect set forth in the First Schedule hereto : 

And whereas by Subsection (3) of Section 107 of the said 
Act it is provided that Part I. of that Act shall apply to work- 
men employed by or under the Crown to whom that Act would 
apply if the employer were a private person, except to such of 
those workmen as are serving in an established capacity in 
the permanent service of the Crown, subject, however, to such 
modifications as may be made therein by Order in Council for 
the purpose of adapting the provisions of that Part of that Act 
to such workmen: 

And whereas the said Regulations provide by paragraph 37 
thereof that as respects workmen employed by or under the 
Crown those Regulations are subject to any Order in Council 
that may thereafter be made under the said Subsection (3) of 
Section 107 of the said Act: 

And whereas it has been made to appear to His Majesty that 
it is desirable that for the purpose of adapting the provisions of 
Part IL. of the said Act to workmen employed by or under the 
Crown in the service of the Admiralty such modifications should 
be made therein by Order in Council as are hereinafter provided: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, is pleased, 
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by and with the advice of His Privy Council, to order, and it is 
hereby ordered, that for the purpose of adapting the provisions 
of Part II. of the said Act to workmen employed by or under 
the Crown in the service of the Admiralty, such modifications 
shall be made therein as follows, namely :— 


1. The Admiralty shall have power to cancel as regards 
such workmen as aforesaid the said Regulations set 
forth in the First Schedule hereto and to make in heu 
thereof the Regulations set forth in the Second Schedule 
hereto, which shall thereupon have effect as regards 
such workmen as aforesaid. 


2. In the application of Part Il. of the said Act and of the 
Regulations made thereunder by the Board of Trade to 
workmen employed by or under the Crown in the 
service of the Admiralty, the said Unemployment 
Regulations, 1912, shall be construed and have effect 
as though the Iegulations set forth in the Second 
Schedule hereto were incorporated therein in lieu of the 
Regulations set forth in the First Schedule hereto.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE BOOKS, STAMPING, &c. 


PROVISIONS AS TO OBTAINING AND Custopy oF Books, &c. 


3.—(1) Every workman eimployed or about to be employed 
in an insured trade shall obtain from a local office, or in such 
other way as the Board may direct, an unemployment book. 


(2) Every employer on engaging a workman for employment 
in an insured trade shall, as soon as may be after the date of the 
engagement, or in the case of a workman employed in an 
insured trade at the date of the commencement of Part II. of the 
Act, as soon as may be after that date, obtain from the workman 
a book then current, and it shall be the duty of the workman to 
deliver or cause to be delivered his book to the employer 
accordingly.

REGULATIONS FOR ADVANCEMENT OF SECOND 
HANDS TO THE RANK OF SKIPPER, R.N.R. 


Whereas by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of the 13th 
October 1910, sanctioning the establishment of the Warrant 
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rank of Skipper (Trawler Section), Royal Naval Reserve, it is 
provided that to be eligible for such rank candidates must hold 
certain qualifications and carry out certain periods of training :

DOCKYARD PORT OF PLYMOUTH— REVISED 
ORDER IN COUNCIL. 


Wuereas by the Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865, it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for His Majesty in Council from 
time to time, by Order in Council, to define the limits of a 
Dockyard Port for the purposes of that Act, and to make 
regulations in relation to any Dockyard Port for all or any of 
the purposes in the said Act particularly mentioned, and for 
such other purposes as from time to time seem necessary, with 
a view to the proper protection of His Majesty’s vessels, dock- 
yards, or property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval 
Service : 

And whereas by the same Act it 1s also enacted that in 
relation to any Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the lights or signals to be carried or 
used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by His 
Majesty’s vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the 
Port and of the approaches thereto : 

And whereas in pursuance of the said Act certain regulations 
and rules were made by Order in Council, dated the 24th day 
of October 1904, with reference to the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth : ; 

And whereas it appears expedient to repeal the said Order 
in Council] and regalations and rules and to substitute therefor 
this Order and the regulations and rules contained in the First 
and Second Schedules hereto respectively : 

And whereas the provisions of Section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complhed with: 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in him vested, and so 
far as regards the rules contained in the Second Schedule 
hereto, on the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the 
Board of Trade, by and with the advice of his Privy Council, is 
pleased to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY, 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month 
from the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect, the said Order of the 
24th October 1904 shall cease to operate, and in leu of the 
regulations and rules thereby made the regulations and rules 
set forth in the First and Second Schedules tu this Order are 
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hereby made and shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard 
Port of Plymouth. 


3. In this Order and in the Schedules hereto— 


The term ‘‘ vessel”? shall mean and include ship, boat, 
lighter and craft of every kind however propelled ; 
The term ‘steam vessel’’ shall include any vessel 
propelled by machinery ; 

The term “master” shall mean the person having 
command or charge of the vessel for the time being ; 

The term “King’s Harbour Master’ shall mean, 
according to the locality, either of the persons for the 
time being appointed to be King’s Harbour Master 
of Plymouth Sound or the Hamoaze under the 
Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1868 ; 

The term ‘Dockyard Port” shall mean the Dockyard 
Port of Plymouth as defined in paragraph 4 hereof. 


DeEscrivTION OF LIMITS. 


4. For the purposes of the said Act and of this Order and of 
the Schedules hereto the terms “ Dockyard Port of Plymouth,” 
** Plymouth Sound,” “ Narrow Waters of Plymouth Sound” and 
“Harbour of Hamoaze”’ shall be defined as follows :—: 


Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 


The term ‘Dockyard Port of Plymouth” shall mean the 
waters of Plymouth Sound and Hamoaze including all the bays, 
creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide flows, within 
or to the northward of a straight line drawn across the entrance 
of Plymouth Sound from Penlee Point on the west to the 
Shagstone on the east. 


Plymouth Scund. 


The term “ Plymouth Sound” shall mean all that portion of 
the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to the southward and 
eastward of a straight line joining Devil’s Point and Wilderness 
Point at the entrance of Hamoaze ; southward of a straight line 
joining the heads of the two outermost piers at the entrance of 
Mill Bay, and southward and westward of a straight line joining 
Fisher's Nose and the outermost extremity of Mount Batten 
breakwater, at the entrance of Cattewater. 


Narrow Waters of Plymouth Sound. 


The term “ Narrow Waters of Plymouth Sound ” shall mean 
all that portion of Plymouth Sound lying north and west of a 
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straight line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to Mount Batten 
Tower. 


Harbour of Hamoaze. 


The term “ Harbour of Hamvaze” shall mean that portion 
of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying within a straight line 
drawn from Devil’s Point to Wilderness Point, 


DELINEATION OF I[.IMITs. 


5. On the chart accompanying this Order are marked all the 
limits referred to therein. 


PENALTIES. 


6. Any infringement of the regulations contained in the 
First Schedule hereto shall render the person infringing hable 
to the penalty prescribed in clause 30 of the said Schedule. 


Loca AUTHORITIES. 


7. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the 
Pier Master at Mill Bay Pier, or of the Dock Master of the 
Great Western Docks, or of the Cattewater Commissioners, or of 
the Sutton Pool Commissioners, under the respective Acts of 
Parliament relative thereto, but the regulations and rules con- 
tained in this Order shall be observed in the areas under the 
management of the above-mentioned authorities so far as they 
relate to those areas. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS. 


GENERAL. 


1. Moorings for His Majesty’s vessels,tmark buoys, and other

Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 


4. No merchant or other private vessel of above five tons, 
compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper.

8. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from anv 
vessel, or from the shore, over the water within the limits of 
Hamoaze navigable for ships, from its southern limit to an 
Imaginary line drawn from Neil to Warleigh Points in the 
River Tamar and to abreast of Antony Ferry in the River 
St. Germans; or in the shallow waters of St. Johns, Sango or 
Milbrook Lakes outside an imaginary line joining Trevol and 
Palmer Points, or in Weston Mill Lake outside the Cornwall 
railway viaduct, or within two hundred yards of any ship or 
vessel in the remainder of the Doc kyard Port, excepting alw: ays 
such discharge of firearms as may be nec essary by His Majesty’s 
naval and military forces and the metropolitan police employed 
within the limits of the said port, for drill or practice, and for 
the protection of His Majesty's vessels and the naval and 
military magazines and establishments.

William Victualling Yard basin and the south extreme of the 
Stonehouse Pool wharves, and a channel for boats and barges 
shall be kept clear from Hamoaze to the Admiral’s Hard, 
and up Stonehouse Lake to the Royal Naval and Military 
Hospitals above Stonehouse Bridge. 


23. A navigable channel for small steam vessels, barges, and 
boats shall be kept clear from Hamoaze to the quays at South 
Down in Millbrook Lake and also in Millbrook Lake to the 
village of Millbrook when the tide shall permit. 


24, No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored or placed nearer any of the wharves of the Roval 
William Victualling Yard than sixty fathoms, or within the line 
of mooring buoys as laid down at the date of this Order or at 
any time thereafter, or nearer than fifty fathoms to any govern- 
ment moorings off the said Victualling Yard. 


25. Nothing however in the foregoing provisions shall be 
deemed to exclude such vessels as require admission to the 
wharves, docks and other establishments at Mutton Cove, North 
Corner, New Passage and elsewhere, for loading and unloading 
cargoes, and all such vessels shall continue to enjoy their 
accustomed privileges in this respect as fully as if this Order 
had not been made, provided that such vessels do not impede 
nor interfere with the navigation of His Majesty's vessels. 


Cattewater. 


26, An open channel of not less than fifty fathoms in width, 
on the north side of the Harbour, shall be kept clear for the 
navigation of vessels from the entrance of Cattewater up 
towards the Bear's Head and Turnchapel Point, and as far as 
His Majesty’s breakwater establishment at Oreston, and no 
merchant or other private vessel shall anchor in or obstruct this 
channel. 


Note.—In addition to the regulations and rules contained in 
this Order special regulations made by the Cattewater Commis- 
sioners for merchant and other private vessels are in force in the 
area under their jurisdiction. 


PREVENTION OF Fire, 


27. No vessel when passing the powder magazine at Bull 
Point, or any of the powder ships (painted red), shall pass 
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inside the red buoys off Bull Point, or between the powder ships 
and the red buoys placed to guard them. 


28. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed in 
any part of the harbour of Hamoaze, except on the shore of 
Stonehouse Pool or at Rogers’ boatbuilding yard at Cremill. 


29. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any of 
His Majesty's vessels, or of any hired vessel in His Majesty’s 
service, or of any of His Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, 
powder magazines, or wharves— 


ia) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor 
other combustible matter shall be boiled or heated on 
board anv merchant or other private vessel ; 

(6) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other 
private vessel in Hamoaze, except in steam vessels’ 
furnaces, between eleven o'clock in the evening and 
five o'clock in the morning from the Ist October to the 
31st March inclusive, or between eleven o'clock in the 
evening and four o'clock in the morning between 
the Ist April and the 30th September inclusive. 


PENALTIES. 


30. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to he observed 
the said regulations in this Schedule as far as they relate to his 
vessel, and if any master or other person acts in any respect in 
contravention of any of the said regulations, or fails to observe 
or to cause the same to be observed, he shall for every such 
offence be liable to a penalty not éxceeding the sum of ten 
pounds. 


SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULES. 


GENERAL, 
Observance of “ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea.” 


1. All seagoing vessels, when within the limits of the 
Dockyard Port, shall carry such lights as are prescribed by the 
“ Regulations for preventing Collisions at Sea” made from time 
to time under the Merchant Shipping Act; and all vessels of 
every description shall also observe the steering and sailing rules 
set forth in such regulations, except in so far as they are affected 
by the rules hereinafter contained. 
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Lights for small Steam Vessels. 


2. Small steam vessels of a length overall of or exceeding 
40 feet shall, between sunset and sunrise, when within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port, carry the lights prescribed for seagoing 
steamships in the said regulations and in such a manner that— 


(a) The green and red sidelights shall be carried at such a 
height as to show over any objects in the vessel and 
shall not be less than 2 feet apart horizontally : 

(b) The white light shall be carried amidships and at least 
2 feet above the sidelights. 


3. Small steam vessels of a length overall of less than 40 feet, 
when under way between sunset and sunrise within the limits of 
the Dockyard Port, shall carry the hghts mentioned in rule 2 of 
this Schedule or— 


(a) A combined lantern showing a green light and a red light 
from right ahead to two points abaft the beam on their 
respective sides. Such lantern shall be carried 
amidships and at such a height as to show over any 
object in the vessel : 

(b) A white light similar to that required in rule 2. Such 
light shall be carried, if possible, at least 2 feet above 
the combined lantern. 


4. The lights mentioned in rules 2 and 3 are to be of such a 
character that, on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, the 
coloured sidelights shall be visible at least 1 mile and the white 
lights at least 2 miles. 


Vessels exempted from carrying Anchor Lights. 


5. Coal and other hulks moored head and stern in Hamoaze, 
ships without shipkeepers lying to the northward of the steam 
ferry at Torpoint, coal and oil lighters moored out of the fairway 
to the northward and southward of the steam ferry at Torpoint, 
and off Kinterbury Pier, and Dockyard lumps and lighters 
moored off the Dockvard wall between Mutton Cove and the 
south end of No. 1 Jetty, need not carry anchor lights. 


Lights for Boats at Anchor. 


6. Small fishing boats, and all other boats of every description 
at anchor in any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall exhibit 
a white light visible all round at a distance of at least 1 mile. 


Lights for Boats under Way. 


7. Small fishing boats and all other boats of every description, 
under way in any part of the Dockyard Port at night, shall have 
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ready at hand a white light, and shall exhibit the same on 
approaching or being approached by any vessel or boat under 
way. 


Vessels to keep clear of His Mujesty’s Vessels. 


8. When one of His Majesty’s vessels or any other vessel in 
charge of His Majesty’s officers intends to pass between Hamoaze 
and the Sound she shall hoist the Union Flag at the foremast- 
head, and all other of His Majesty's vessels present in the port 
shall hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning. The Pilot Jack 
shall also be hoisted on the flagstaff at Mount Wise for the same 
purpose and all other vessels under way in Hamoaze or in the 
narrow waters of the Sound shall keep out of the way of the said 
vessel flying the Union Flag; provided always that the said 
vessel shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


9, When any of His Majesty's vessels are about to enter or 
leave any of the docks, basins, jetties, &c., at His Majesty’s 
Dockyard at Devonport, the Pilot Jack will be hoisted at the 
yardarm of the flagstaff at the North or South Yard, according to 
the yard at which the movement may be taking place, and while 
this flag is hoisted, all merchant and other private steam vessels 
and all small craft propelled by steam or other mechanical power, 
when navigating along the eastern shore in Hamouze, shall keep 
out of the way of the vessel which is being moved and also of the 
tugs which may be in attendance on her. 


10. Merchant and other private steam vessels, when navi- 
gating along the western shore in Hamoaze between Petre and 
Carew Points, shall keep outside or to the eastward of the 
Admiralty moorings in that locality. All such vessels shall] also 
keep outside or to the northward of the ships of the Submarine 
Establishment moored off the Cremill Obelisk. 


11. Merchant and other private steam vessels navigating 
along the eastern shore in Hamoaze shall keep outside, or to the 
southward and westward of the moorings for lighters and lumps 
between Mutton Cove and the south end of No. 1 Jetty. 


Sailing and Small Craft to keep elcur of Steamers, 


12. When any seagoing steamship, steam vessel towing, steant 
dredger, or steam hopper, within the limits of the Dockyard Port, 
shall “by reason of the crowded nature of the channel or airchot 
age or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable to keep out 
of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat under oars or sail or 
steam or other mechanical power, he shall signify the same to 
the sailing vessel or beat by four ort blasts of the steam whistle, 
blown in rapid succession, when the sailing vessel or boat shall 
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keep out of the way of the other vessel ; provided always that the 
latter shall be navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in sight of one Another. 


13. Whenever steam vessels within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port are in risk of collision, they shall, in addition to the 
signals required by Article 28 of the “ Regulations for preventing 
Collisions at Sea,” indicate their own action as follows :— 

If steaming ahead, by one long blast on the whistle or syren. 

If stopped, by two long blasts. 


Ferries. 


14.—(a) Any ferry vessel plying across the Hamoaze or 
Tamar River, however propelled, shall, between sunrise and 
sunset when there is risk of collision, keep out of the way of 
His Majesty’s vessels by stopping or going astern, as necessary. 

(b) Every such ferry vessel, propelled by means of chaina, 
or in any other way confined to a fixed track, shall, instead of 
the lights directed to be carried by the “ Regulations for 
preventing Collisions at Sea,” carry four lights, one at each 
corner, showing white ahead and astern in the direction of the 
ferry track, and red on the beam or athwart the ferry track, 
each light to be visible for at least 2 miles. 


Steam Vessels crossing Hamoaze. 


15. Steam vessels crossing from one side to the other in 
Hamoaze shall keep out of the way of vessels proceeding up or 
down Hamoaze. 


Locomotive Torpedo Practice. 


16. Whenever practice with locomotive torpedoes takes 
place, a red flag will be hoisted at the firing point to warn 
vessels and boats not to cruss the range. While the practice is 
proceeding, no craft shall anchor for fishing or other purpose, 
nor shall any cruising or pleasure sailing take place in the area 
considered dangerous, details of which are to be published from 
time to time in Notices issued by the Admiralty and published 
in the London Gazette. 


Prohibition of Trawling and Net Fishing in Certain Areas. 


17. No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set 
nets. shall be at any time carried on in the main fairways to, or 
in the centre portion of, Plymouth Sound, the prohibited area 
of which shall be limited as follows :— 
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On the western side by a straight line drawn from Eastern. 
King Point to the position marked by the Melampus 
buoy; thence to the position marked by the Queen’s 
Grounds buoy ; and thence to the position marked by the 
Draystone buoy ; 

On the eastern side by a straight line drawn from Fisher’s 
Nose to the outermost extremity of Mount Batten Break- 
water; thence to the position marked by the Northern 
Hospital Hulk in Jennycliffe Bay ; thence to the position 
marked by the Duke Rock buoy ; thence to the extremity 
of Bovisand Pier; and thence to the Shagstone. 


Net fishing shall, however, be permitted around the break- 
water, inside the area bounded as follows :— 


South of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from the 
western extremity of the breakwater, successively through 
the positions marked by the following buoys, namely, the 
Knap buoy, West Tinker buoy, East Tinker buoy, and the 
two western buoys of the Eastern channel, to the eastern 
extremity of the breakwater ; 

North of the breakwater, by a straight line passing from the 
eastern extremity of the breakwater, to a position one 
hundred and fifty vards north (true) of the breakwater 
fort, and thence to the western extremity of the 
break water. 


Marking of Wrecks. 


18. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of 
the Dockyard Port, so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway 
is caused which in the opinion of the King’s Harbour Master it 
is necessary to mark, such vessel or wreck will be indicated by 
the following marks or lights, exhibited from the wreck itself or 
from a wreck marking craft :—- 

By Day :—Three balls on a yard twenty feet above the sea, 
two placed vertically at one end and one at the other, the 
single ball being on the side nearer the wreck. 

By Night :—Three white fixed lights similarly arranged but 
not the ordinary riding light ; 

If the obstruction is not considered by the King’s Harbour 
Master of sufficient importance to be marked both by day and 
night, a green buoy only will be used with the work “ wreck ” 
on it in white letters. 


PENALTIES. 


Note.—The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which the rules in this Schedule relate must observe and 
cause to be observed the provisions of these rules as far as they

DOCKYARD PORT OF PORTSMOUTH-—REVISED ORDER 
IN COUNCIL.

property, or to the requirements of His Majesty’s Naval Service: 

And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in 
relation to anv Dockyard Port it shall be lawful for His Majesty 
in Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the lights or signals to be carried or 
used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by His 
Majesty's vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the 
Port and of the approaches thereto: 

And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain regulations 
and rules were made by Orders in Council, dated the 26th day 
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of February 1897, the 17th day of September 1900, and the 
13th day of December 1900, with reference to the Dockyard 
Port of Portsmouth : 

And whereas it appears expedient to repeal the said Orders 
in Council and regulations and rules and to substitute therefor 
this Order and the regulations and rules contained in the First 
and Second Schedules hereto respectively : | 

And whereas the provisions of section 1 of the Rules 
Publication Act, 1893, have been complied with : 

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by virtue of the powers in this 
behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Him vested, and so far as 
regards the rules contained in the Second Schedule hereto, on 
the joint recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of 
Trade, by and with the advice of His Privy Council, is pleased 
to order, and it is hereby ordered, as follows :—- 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect from one calendar month from 
the date hereof. 

2. On this Order taking effect the said Orders of the 26th 
February 1897, the 17th September 1900, and the 13th Decem- 
ber 1900, shall cease to operate, and in lieu of the regulations 
and rules thereby made the regulations and rules set forth in 
the First and Second Schedules to this Order are hereby made and 
shall have effect in relation to the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth. 


3. In this Order and in the Schedules hereto— 


The term “vessel” shall mean and include ship, boat, 
lighter and craft of every kind however propelled ; 

The term “‘steam vessel” shall include any vessel pro- 
pelled by machinery ; 

The term “master’’ shall mean the person having 
command or charge of the vessel for the time being ; 
The term “ King’s Harhour Master ”’ shall mean the person 
for the time being appvuinted to be King’s Harbour 
Master of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth under the 

Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865; 

The term “Dockyard Port” shall mean the Dockyard 
Port of Portsmouth as defined in paragraph 4 hereof ; 
The term ‘ Harbour” shall mean Portsmauth Harbour as 

defined in paragraph 4 hereof. 


Descrirprion oF Limits. 


Deckyard Port of Portsmouth. 
4. The limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth shall be as 
follows :— 
On the east a straight line drawn from the Coast Guard 
Station at 14 nautical miles to the westward of Eastoke 
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Point in a direction 8S. 74° W. (true) for a distance of 8 75 
nautical miles. 

On the south a straight line running in a direction East 
(true) from the hill 148 feet high situated in the south 
part of Sandown Bay, about half a mile north of Skanklin 
Pier, until the Coast Guard Station 14 miles west of 
Eastoke Point bears N. 74° E. (true). _ 

On the south-west the high-water mark of the eastern and 
northern shores of the Isle of Wight, from the aforesaid 
hill 148 feet high in Sandown Bay to Old Castle Point, 
with all bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers as far as the 
tide flows between these points. 

On the west a straight line drawn from Old Castle Point to 
Hill Head Point. 

On the north the line of high-water mark between Hill 
Head and the Coast Guard Station near Eastoke Point, 
including Portsmouth and Langston Harbours, with all 
bays, creeks, lakes, pools, and rivers, as far as the tide 
flows between those limits, including all that are connected 
with the said harbours. (Langston Harbour for this 
purpose is considered to terminate at Hayling Bridge.) 


Iamits of Portsmouth Harbour. 


The seaward boundary of Portsmouth Harbour shall be as 
follows, viz.:—Straight lines passing from the centre of Fort 
Monkton successively through the Spit Fort, and the outer Spit 
Buoy, to the Horse Fort, and thence to Southsea Castle ; and the 
sail Harbour shall comprise all portions of the Dockyard 
Port aforesaid which are on the inner or landward side of the 
said boundary. 


DELINEATION OF LIMITS. 


5. On the chart accompanying this Order are drawn all the 
limits of the Dockyard Port of Portsmouth and of Portsmouth 
Harbour. 


PENALTIES. 


6. Any infrmgement of the regulations contained in the 
First Schedule hereto shall render the person infringing liable 
to the penalty prescribed in clause 31 of the said schedule. 
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FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS. 
GENERAL. 


1. Moorings for His Majesty’s vessels, mark buoys, and 
other aids to navigation, and such other buoys as may be 
required for any purpose in connection with naval or military 
operations, may be placed by the King’s Harbour Master in 
such positions as he may from time to time consider the require- 
ments of His Majesty's Service demand. 


2. No person shall lay moorings for private vessels, hulks, 
rafts, pontoons, bathing stages, houseboats, timber, or any 
floating structures in the Dockyard Port without the permission 
in writing of the King’s Harbour Master, and all such moorings 
shall be in such positions as the King’s Harbour Master shall 
deem fit, and shall be forthwith removed on the requisition of 
the King’s Harbour Master to. that effect. 


3. If at any time the anchor of any merchant or other 
private vessel hooks any government moorings, or any electric 
cables, or moorings of buoys, the master of such vessel shall not 
proceed to unhook the same, but shall forthwith give notice 
thereof to the Admiral Superintendent or to the King’s Har- 
bour Master, in order that aid may be given for clearing such 
moorings or cables without doing damage to the same. 


4. No merchant or other private vessel of above five tons, 
compelled or allowed to anchor in or near any of the navigable 
channels of the Dockyard Port, shall be left at any time without 
a shipkeeper. 


2. No fishing from boats shall be carried on within one 
hundred feet of His Majesty’s Dockyards or other government 
establishments. 

No trawling or fishing by nets, whether drift nets or set 
nets, shall be at any time carried on in the main fairway of 
Portsmouth Harbour inside the Outer Spit Buoy. 


6. No ballast, stones, sand, earth, clay, refuse, ashes, rubbish, 
dust, filth of any description, nor refuse from any quarry, mine, 
or pit, nor any other matters solid or liquid whatsoever, shall be 
unladen, cast or allowed to fall into the waters of the Dockyard 
Port, except in such places as may be appointed by the King’s 
Harbour Master, or upon the banks or any portion of the shore 
of the Dockyard Port where the same may be hable to be 
washed into the waters of the Dockyard Port by rain, tide, or 
otherwise; or into or upon the shores of any rivers or streams 
discharging into the Dockyard Port where the same may be liable 
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to be washed into the said rivers or streams by rain, flood, or 
otherwise. 

7. The steam syren shall not be used within the limits of 
the Harbour except to prevent collision or in case of fog. 


8. No firearm nor air-gun shall be discharged from any 
vessel or from the shore, over the water of the Harbour of 
Portsmouth, including Forton Lake and Haslar Creek as far as 
Haslar Bridge between the following limits, namely :—On the 
south, a line from Blockhouse Point to the Round Tower, and 
on the north, a line from Frater Point to Stamshaw Point; or 
within two hundred yards of any vessel in the remainder of the 
Dockyard Port, excepting always such discharge of firearms as 
may be necessary by His Majesty’s naval and military forces, 
and the metropolitan police employed within the limits of the 
said port, for drill or practice, and for the protection of His 
Majesty’s vessels and the naval and military magazines and . 
establishments. 


9. No ship’s gun on board any merchant or other private 
vessel lying in the Harbour shall be kept loaded, nor shall any 
such gun be discharged except as a signal of distress. 


10. Whenever it may be necessary for mining or gunnery 
operations or experiments, dredging operations, or other naval 
or military purposes, to reserve any area for such operations or 
purposes, the area will be marked by buoys coloured green and 
white, or by posts coloured red, and after twenty-one days’ 
warning notice has been issued by the Admiralty, and published 
in the London Gazette, no vessel shall anchor within or pass 
through the area so marked, unless compelled to do so by stress 
of weather or to avoul accident ; nor when such area is un- 
covered or nearly uncovered at low water shall any person pass 
through or remain in it, unless by permission of and under 
such arrangements as may be from time to time made by the 
officer in charge of such operations. 


11. Merchant and other private vessels having jibbooms or 
running bowsprits shall run them in on entering the Harbour 
within Blockhouse Point, and keep them in until the day of 
heir leaving the Harbour. 


ANCHORAGE, 
General. 


12. All merchant or other private vessels shall be subject to 
the direction of the King’s Harbour Master. 

13. No merchant or other private vessel shall he, or be 
moored, so as to impede the free approach to any pier in the 
Dockyard Port used for purposes of regular passenger traffic, 
and when buoys are placed by the King’s Harbour Master to 
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mark an approach to such pier, no vessel shall lie within the 
space so marked. 


14. No merchant or other private vessel shall make fast to, 


or lie at, any of the buoys marking the channels or shoals im 
the Dockyard Port. 


15. No merchant or other private vessel shall, without licence 
in writing from the Port Admiral, Admiral Superintendent, or 
King’s Harbour Master, be moored or fastened to any of the 
forts, government moorings, buoys, piles or vessels in the Dock- 
yard Port. 


16. No vessel shall anchor on the line of any electric cable 
laid down in the Dockyard Port, when such line is indicated by 
whitewashed posts, or other discernible marks erected on shore, 
and a warning has been conveyed to mariners by notice issued 
by the Admiralty and published in the London Cazette. | 


Spithead. 


17. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored 
or moored at Spithead within two cables of any of His Majesty's 
vessels or foreign men-of-war lying there, and every merchant 
or other private vessel shall, on being required to do so, anchor 
in or remove to such place as the King’s Harbour Master or the 
Senior Naval Officer at Spithead may direct. 


18. No merchant or other private vessel shall be moored, 
anchored, or grounded within one cable of the Spit Fort, the 
Horse Fort, the Noman’s Fort or the St. Helen’s Fort. 


Portsmouth Harhour. 


19. Masters of vessels in the service of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment or having government cargoes on bvard are, immediately 
on arrival, to report themselves to the King’s Harbour Master 
and take the berth assigned to them by him. 


20, All merchant and other private vessels using the Harbour 
inside Blockhouse Point shall, unless special permission 1s 
obtained from the King’s Harbour Master to do otherwise, 
anchor, moor or lie on the shore only at the following places 
within the Harbour, namely :— 


(a) On the Gosport shore, on that part of it which hes 
between a straight line drawn true east from the 
Hard at Gosport and another such line drawn true 
east from the north corner of the wharf at Stoney 
Steps, and extending into the Harbour to within fifty 
fathoms from the centre of any of His Majesty's. 
moorings, but not so as to obstruct the main passage- 
way of the Harbour ; 
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(b) On the Portsmouth shore, within the area indicated by: 
the following marks :— 


On the west: Lighthouse on Spit Fort in line 
with the western house at Point ; 
On the north: Tower of Town Hall touching he 
south wall of the Gun Wharf Camber ; 
and vessels shall not lie so as to obstruct the channel 
into the Gun Wharf Camber, nor approach the piles 
in front of the Gun Wharf nearer than forty feet. 


21. Merchant and other private vessels may also (subject to 
clauses 12,13 and 14 of the Second Schedule of this Order) 
proceed to, and lie alongside, Flathouse Wharf in the vicinity of 
the Gasworks in Fountain Lake on the Portsmouth shore. 


22. Small yachts and other small vessels may lie off Southsea 
beach, but out of the fairway into the Harbour, in such areas as 
the King’s Harbour Master may from time to time permit. 


23. No merchant or other private vessel shall le or be 
moored, anchored, grounded, deposited or run on shore in the 
fairway of the channel of the Harbour, or in the passages leading 
into that fairway, between the Outer Spit Buoy and Blockhouse 
Point on the west side and between the Horse Fort and the 
Round Tower on the east side. 


24. Small vessels may discharge by permission of the King's 
Harbour Master between the Common Hard and that part of the 
Timber Pound called the Logs. 


25. Pilot and fishing boats which frequent the Harbour shall 
occupy the space above the Pontoon in Haslar Creek, or that 
part of the Gosport shore which lies between Blockhouse Point 
and the Gosport Pier ; provided they do not interfere with-any 
of His Majesty's vessels, moorings or buoys, and that they leave 
a clear passage for any vessel into or out of the Creek at Haslar. 


26. Yachts having the privilege of laying up in Haslar Creek 
shall so moor as to leave the channel clear and the anchors by 
which they are moored shall be buried. 


27. No vessel laid by or neglected as unfit for sea service 
shall lie within any part of the Harbour except on the shore 
between the point lying due east (true) of Whale Island and 
Mile End cemetery wall. 


PREVENTION OF FIRE. 


28. No merchant or other private vessel shall be breamed | 
in any part of the harbour except on the beach at Gosport or 
Blockhouse at a distance of at least two hundred yards from any 
of His Majesty’s vessels or moorings. 
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29. Within the distance of two hundred yards from any of 
His Majesty’s vessels, or of any hired vessel in His Majesty’s 
service, or of any of His Majesty’s docks, dockyards, arsenals, 
powder magazines or wharves :— 


(a) No pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, grease, tallow, oil, nor 
other combustible matter, shall be boiled or heated on 
board of any merchant or other private vessel } in the 

Harbour: 

(b) No fire shall be kept on board any merchant or other 
private vessel in the Harbour, except in steam vessels’ 
furnaces, between eleven o'clock in the evening and 
five o'clock in the morning from the Ist of October to 
the 3lst of March inclusive, or between eleven o'clock ' 
in the evening and four o'clock in the morning 
between the Ist of April and the 30th of September 
inclusive. 


30. No merchant or other seitats vessel laden wholly or in 
part with petroleum shall pass within the limits of the Harbour 
until certificates to the effect hereinafter mentioned have been 
lodged with the King’s Harbour Master and his permission has 
been obtained. 


First.—A test certificate from the port of shipment signed 
by a person skilled in the testing of petroleum and 
countersigned, if the port of shipment be a foreign port by 
the British Consul, and if the port of shipment be a British 
port by the Collector or other proper Officer of Customs, 
to the effect that the oil does not give off inflammable 
vapour below the temperature of 73 degrees of Fahrenheit’s 
thermometer. 

Second.—A certificate from the importers or brokers of the 
petroleum to the same effect. 


Any shrp laden as above shall anchor near the edge of the 
Spit Sand with the Spit Fort bearing north-east by east, until 
permission to pass within the limits of the Harbour is obtained. 


PENALTIES. 


31. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates shall observe and cause to be observed 
the said regulations in this schedule so far as they relate to his 
vessel, and if any mas‘er or other person acts in any respect in 
contravention of any of the said regulations, or fails to observe 
or to cause the same to be observed, he shall for every such offence 
be hable to a penalty not exceeding the sum of ten pounds.

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SECOND SCHEDULE. 


RULES. 
GENERAL. 
Observance of ‘‘ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea.” 


1. All seagoing vessels, when within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port, shall carry such lights as are prescribed by the 
‘Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea” made from time 
to time under the Merchant Shipping Act; and all vessels of 
every description shall also observe the steering’ and sailing 
rules set forth in such regulations, except in so far as they are 
affected by the rules hereinafter contained. 


Stern Anchor Light. 


2. Every vessel of 150 feet or upwards in length, whilst at 
swinging berths, shall carry such hghts as are prescribed by 
Article 11 of the “ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at 


Sea. 99 
Lights: for Small Steam Vessels. 


3. Small steam vessels of a length overall of or exceeding 
40 feet shall. between sunset and sunrise, when within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port, carry the lights prescribed for seagoing 
steamships in the said regulations and in such a manner that— 


(a) The green and red sidelights shall be carried at sucha 
height as to show over any objects in the vessel and 
shall not be less than 2 feet apart horizontally : 

(b) The white light shall be carried amidships and at least 
2 feet above the sidelights. 


4. Small steam vessels of a length overall of less than 40 feet, 
when under way between sunset and sunrise within the limits 
of the Dockyard Port, shall carry the lights mentioned in rule 3 
of this schedule, or— 


(a) A combined lantern showing a green light and a red 
light from right ahead to two points abaft the beam 
on their respective sides. Such lantern shall be 
carried amidships and at such a height as to show 
over any object in the vessel : 

(b) A white light similar to that required in rule 3. Such 
light shall be carried, if possible, at least 2 feet above 


the combined lantern. 


5. The lights mentioned in rules 3 and 4 are to be of such a 


character that, on a dark night, with a clear atmosphere, the 
coloured sidelights shall be visible at least 1 mile, and the 
white lights at least 2 mules. 
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Vessels to keep clear of any Fleet or Squadron assembled at 
Spithead., 


6. When any Fleet or Squadron is assembled at Spithead, no 
vessel shall pass through the line of such Fleet or Squadron, 
except in such directions and in such manner as shall be 
announced at the time by notice issued by the Admiralty and 
published in the London Gazette. Should the master of any 
vessel act contrary to such notice, the King’s Harbour Master 
may cause such vessel to be remov ed from the area occupied by 
such Fleet or Squadron. 


Vessels not to approach Vessels carrying Royal or other Standard 
at Masthead. 


7. No vessel shall unnecessarily approach within 2 cables of 
any vessel carrying the royal or any other standard at the mast- 
head, when under way in the waters of the Dockyard Port 
outside the limits of the Harbour. 


Sound Signals for Vessels in Sight of one another. 


8. Whenever steam vessels within the limits of the Dockyard 
Port are in risk of collision, they shall, in addition to any signals 
required by Article 28 of the “ Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea,”’ indicate their own action as follows :— 


If steaming ahead, by one long blast on the whistle or 


syren. 
If stopped, by two long blasts. 


Regulations for Vessels going alongside certain Piers. 


9. Steam vessels approaching or leaving the Clarence 
Esplanade, Ryde, or other piers are to confine themselves to the 
lanes of approach marked by buoys laid by the King’s Harbour 
Master, in which lanes anchorage is prohibited for the purpose 
of mutual safety. 


Speed of Vessels navigating the Port. 


10.—(a) No merchant or other private vessel, when navi- 
gating inside of Blockhouse Fort, shall proceed at a greater 
speed than 5 knots, and when within half a mile of the shore 
in any part of the Dockyard Port outside Blockhouse Fort the 
speed shall not exceed 7 knots. 

(b) No merchant or other private vessel shall exceed the 
speed of 12 knots in any part of the Dockyard Port when within 
half a mile of any of His Majesty’s vessels, whether those vessels 
are under way or at anchor. 


E 19274 U 
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11. Should a vessel sink or become a wreck in any part of 
the Dockyard Port, so that an obstruction in a navigable fairway 
is caused which, in the opinion of the King’s Harbour Master, 
it is necessary to mark, such vessel or wreck will be indicated 
by the following marks or lights exhibited from the wreck itself, 
or from a wreck-marking craft :— 

By day: Three balls on a yard twenty feet above the sea, 
two placed vertically at one end and one at the other, the 
single ball being on the side nearer the wreck. © 

By night: Three white fixed lights similarly arranged but 
not the ordinary riding hght. 

If the obstruction is not considered by the King’s Harbour 
Master of sufficient importance to be marked both by day and 
night, a green buoy only will be used with the word “ wreck”’ 
on it in white letters. 


PortsmouTH Harsour. 
Regulations for Vessels of and above 700 tons, 


12. Vessels of and above 700 tons net register, with the 
exception of regular trading vessels having fixed days for arriving 
and sailing, shall enter or leave the Harbour under the directions 
of the King’s Harbour Master. 


13. The directions referred to in the preceding rule shall be 
applied for weekly, on a form rendered for that purpose, by the 
agent or the shipowner, showing vessels due for arrival and 
departure during the ensuing week. The times stated shall be 
as precise as 1s reasonably practicable and any excessive or 
unexpected departure therefrom, due to stress of weather, strikes 
or other unforeseen causes, shall be communicated by telephone 
to the King’s Harbour Master during office hours, viz., on every 
weekday except Saturday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and on Saturday 
from 8 a.m. to 1 p.m. 

14. Sailing vessels of and above 700 tons net register not 
previously notified under rule 13 above, shall, on arrival at 
Spithead, apply to the King’s Harbour Master at the Dockyard, 
by signal through Horse Fort and Dockyard Tower, for the said 
directions. 


Ferries. 


15. Any ferry vessel plying across the Harbour, however 
propelled, shall, between sunrise and sunset when there is risk 
of collision, keep out of the way of all sea-going vessels and of 
tugs towing trains of barges, by stopping or going astern as 
necessary. 
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16. Every such ferry vessel, propelled by means of chains or 
in any other way confined to a fixed track, shall, instead of the 
lights directed to be carried by the “ Regulations for Preventing 
Collisions at Sea,” carry four lights, one at each corner, showing 
white ahead and astern in the direction of the ferry track, and 
red on the beam or athwart the ferry track, each light to be 
visible for at least 2 miles. 


Vessels to keep clear of His Majesty's Vessels. 


17. When one of His Majesty’s vessels or any other vessel 
in charge of His Majesty’s officers intends to pass in or out of 
the Harbour she shall hoist the Union Flag at the foremast 
head, and all other of His Majesty’s vessels present in the port 
shall hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning. The Pilot 
Jack shall also be hoisted on the semaphore at the Dockyard 
for the same purpose, and all other vessels under way in the 
Harbour shall keep out of the way of the said vessel flying the 
Union Flag; provided always that the said vessel shall be 
navigated with due care and at a moderate speed. 


18. When any of His Majesty's vessels are about to enter 
or leave any of the docks, basins, jetties, &c. at His Majesty’s 
Dockyard at Portsmouth, the Pilot Jack will be hoisted at the 
Harbour Sheers, and while this flag is hoisted, all merchant and 
other private steam vessels shall keep out of the way of the 
vessel which is being moved and also of the tugs which may be 
in attendance on her. 


Sailing and small Craft to keep clear of Steamers. 


19. When any seagoing steamship, steam vessel towing, 
steam dredger or steam hopper, within the lmits of the 
Harbour, shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the channel 
or anchorage or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable 
to keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat under 
oars or sail or steam or other mechanical power, she shall 
signify the same to the sailing vessel or boat by four short 
blasts of the steam whistle, blown in rapid succession, when the 
sailing vessel or boat shall keep out of the way of the other 
vessel ; provided always that the latter shall be navigated with 
due care and at a moderate speed. 


Harbour Channel—when to be kept clear. 


20. When it is specially necessary to keep the harbour 
channel clear owing to a very large vessel or royal yacht 
entering or leaving harbour, a red oblong flag with a white 
diagonal bar from the outer upper corner will be hoisted at the 
Semaphore Tower, Fort Blockhouse and Horse Fort, and while

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this flag is flying no vessel is to enter the harbour channel from 
either end. 


PENALTIES. 


Note.—The master of every merchant or other private vessel 
to which the rules in this schedule relate must observe and 
cause to be observed the provisions of these rules as far as they 
relate to his vessel, and any such master by his wilful default 
infringing or causing any infringement of any of the provisions 
of these rules is guilty of a misdemeanour,

ALLOWANCE TO ENGINEER OFFICER IN CHARGE 
OF MACHINERY AT THE SUBMARINE DEPOT, FORT 
BLOCKHOUSE. 


Whereas allowances are payable to the Engineer Officers in 
charge of the machinery in vessels of Your Majesty’s Fleet : 

And whereas the regulations for the government of Your 
Majesty's Naval Service do not provide for the grant of any such 
allowance to the Engineer Officer borne for charge of the 
machinery at the Submarine Depot at Fort Blockhouse, although 
his duties involve responsibilities equivalent to those pertaining 
to the Engine-room charge of a large ship: 

We beg leave humbly to recommend that Your Majesty may 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to sanction the 
grant of an allowance of 5s. a day to the above mentioned 
Engineer Officer as from the 12th day of October 1912. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in this proposal.

(a) When the fractions of a year’s service in each grade for 
which a separate rate of Pension or Retired Pay is 
assigned do not, in the aggregate, equal 365 days, no 
Pension or Retired Pay to be allowed in respect 
thereof. 

(b) When such fractions equal or exceed one, two, or three 
full years in the aggregate, Pension or Retired Pay 
to be awarded for one, two, or three years respectively 
as follows :— 

For each day of the fraction of service in the 
highest grade gé5th of the annual rate assigned to 
such service. 

For each day of the balance required to make up 
the one, two, or three full years, 5/;th of the 
annual rate or rates assigned to service in the 
lower grade or grades from which such balance is 
taken. 

(ec) The minimum and maximum rates of Retired Pay to be 
inclusive of this addition. 

(d) The above provisions to apply to all Commissioned 
Warrant and Warrant Officers, and to Officers 
promoted from those ranks under Order in Council 
of the 28th March 1903, placed on the Pension or 
Retired List on or after the 29th June 1912.
